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SCOTT DOUBLES AT ASCOT

The largest field of riders to ever try 
to compete in a Half-Mile National at 
Ascot showed up to try for the big 
“kill” on the fast boys that race in and 
out of Gardena every year. 

The word was out that the switch to 
a day race for the first time in fourteen 
years was going to find many things 
being considerably different. In many 
cases they were right but where the 
money was, they were wrong. 

One reason so many came from so 
far, from Washington, Oregon, Texas, 
Michigan, Canada, and other localities 
was that they felt the Ascot locals 
would be going just a shade slower 
under the sun instead of the lights. 

The Harley team of late has been 
scoring heavily due to a number of 
riders showing up and filling the spots in 
the final. They were all there. 

But in the end it was two of 
Triumph’s aces, both riding as privateers 
on dealer-backed equipment. Gary Scott 
and Tom Rockwood took home the 
Lion’s share of the $26,000. 

For Scott it was the topper to a great 
first season as an Expert. He scored his 
second National win of the year. He’s 
been backed all season by City Cycle 
Center in Pico-Rivera. 

For Rockwood it was a near miracle. 
He destroyed both the heat and Main 
event track records a year ago but was 
hospitalized just four days before the 
race this year from drowning in the 
ocean. When he was taken to the 
hospital there was no heartbeat and no 
pulse. The water was pumped from his 
lungs and he recovered in time to get 
back to Ascot for the comeback of the 
year in anybody’s book. Tom _ rides 
Triumph for Ed Kretz in Monterey 
Park. 

Four riders took turns breaking 
Rockwood’s old daytime one lap record 
that he set back in February of 1971. 
Scott came out on top with Mert 
Lawwill in second, Rockwood third, 
and Don Castro, back on Triumph, in 
fourth, 

When the time trials were over it was 
announced who the thirty-six fastest 
Experts were. Missing from the heats 
would be Gene Romero, Kenny Roberts 
and Ron Moore. They didn’t go fast 
enough. Canadian ace, Dave Sehl, just 
barely made the program. 

Scott and Rockwood again hinted 
that it was going to be a Triumph day 
when the heat races rolled around. Scott 
topped Chuck Palmgren, Don Castro, 
Rex Beauchamp, Terry Dorsch and 
John Hateley. 

Rockwood and four other riders were 
knocked down on the first lap of the 
next heat. Rockwood came back for the 
re-start to pick off three riders and grab 
the win in a close finish over Dave 
Aldana. 

Mark Brelsford held off a host of 
other Harley riders to give H-D their 
only win of the day. Mert Lawwill and 
Dave Sehl ran two-three with Gary 
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Fisher in fourth. 

Before the time trials ever got 
underway Dick Mann had troubles with 
his BSA. So a quick switch found Dick 
on Gene Romero’s spare Triumph. But 
it was the same story for Dick when it 
comes to racing at Ascot. He failed to 
transfer from the heat to the semi, 
finishing ninth in a twelve rider heat, 
won by Scott. 

Romero and Moore both got into the 
heat won by Rockwood. Both, in fact, 


made it to the semi with Moore running 


sixth, Romero seventh. 

The Semi, as is normal in an AMA 
National, was close most of the way. 
Only three could transfer to the final. 
Jim Rice came from the back row to 
win over Terry Dorsch in a close one. 
Early leader, Dave Hansen held on for 
third. Rex Beauchamp crashed and Gary 
Fisher, Randy Scott, Romero and 
Hateley, all failed to finish high enough. 

The the stage was set for the 14th 
annual running of the famed Ascot 
National. Twelve riders from an original 
field of sixty were ready on the line. 
Harley, Triumph, BSA, Yamaha and

Gary Scott won both of Ascot’s season-end Half-miles. With a longer season and more Half-miles, who knows? 


Norton were all represented for the last 
dirt track National of the year. 

Rockwood took off like a shot and 
grabbed the lead on the first turn. Scott 
was second with Lawwill, Sehl, and 
Palmgren close behind. Aldana, for the 
second time in the day, crashed on the 
first turn. Jim Rice bailed a short time 
later. 

Rockwood built a good lead, but 
Scott, with pressure from behind, was 
staying within striking distance. By lap 
seven the two Triumphs were fighting 
only each other. Rockwood, who 
swapped the ‘71 lead fourteen times, 
was caught by Gary on lap ten and gave 
way. 

The last half ‘of the race found the 
two Triumphs holding the top two spots 
and the race centered on third place 
where the Harleys~were dueling each 
other and Palmgren’s Yamaha. 

Palmgren got over-eager on lap 
thirteen and dropped from fourth to 
sixth, being passed by both Sehl and 
Brelsford. Positions he was not going to 
get back. Brelsford got by Sehl on the 
17th lap for the last major change up 








front, 

At the finish Scott and Rockwood 
had picked up all the lap money and 
first and second dollars in the highest 
paying Ascot National ever. A one-three 
finish in time trials and each with a heat 
race victory. 

The race was taped for a later 
nationwide showing on the ABC “Wide 
World of Sports” program. Some of the 
action should be great but many of the 
riders later stated they were glad they 
were going back to night racing next 
Friday night under the lights. 

Tim Wolf kept the Triumph string 
going by taking fast time honors in the 
Junior division, but for Wolf it ended 
there. Tim failed to transfer out of his 
heat race. Scott Brelsford grabbed the 
win in the opener with Tom Horton 
leading and then taking second. Tom 
White was third with ae Gino in 
fourth. 

Mike O’Brien pointed his BSA in the 
fast direction to win the second heat 
with Steve. Nichols second, Sal Peluso 
third and Barry Patrick, the Texan, in 
fourth. Illinois Mike Caves grabbed off 
the sixth and last transfer. 

Horton got the perfect start in the 
final and jumped to an early and big 
lead on his self-sponsored ‘Triumph. 
Brelsford was over-eager to try for the 
lead and slid off the groove twice before 
finally crashing at the end of the back 
straightaway and getting last place. 

With Horton in command from start 
to finish, the race was a hot one for 
second. Nichols, riding a Yamaha this 
trip, held off Norton mounted Patrick 
and Yamaha rider Caves until the last 
few laps. Then both non-Californianas 
got by and it was close at the finish with 
Patrick second, Caves third, and Nichols 
down in fourth. 

Horton became the fourteenth Junior 
to win a final at a National this year. 

Sonny Burres ran into trouble early 
when his engine locked up in practice. 
The happening pitched the former TT 
champ over the back wall along with his 
machine. He later walked away with a 
sprained ankle. Another rider lost his 
exhaust pipe on the front straightaway. 
It eventually landed on top of the 
bracket that holds the red signal lights 
on top of the fence. 

Hard luck rider of the meet? No 
question, it was Keith Mashburn. Keith 
qualified for the final for one of the few 
times this year only to break a piston 
just as he crossed the line in the heat. 
After he pulled into the pits, the rear 
tire went flat! 

And so once again for the 14th 
straight time California has won the 
Ascot National. It may have been the 
only chance for the out of staters and 
the: Canadians as the event reverts back 
to night time next season.

Junior Tom White out-time trailed all 
the Experts, but then John Hateley put 
everything together halfway through the 
Expert final to come from a distant 
fifth place to overtake the leaders and 
go on for the win, grabbing the lead on 
lap twelve. 

Eddie Wirth fell off on the first lap, 
leading the event. Then Terry Dorsch 
and Mike staged a two rider battle with 
Haney getting by on the seventh lap. 
Dorsch dropped out late in the event, 
running in third place. 

All three of the Main events had to be 
stopped due to crashes on the first lap. 
In the Expert event it was Dorsch, Wirth 
and Dave Hansen. All three got back in 
but Wirth pulled a repeat. 

In the Junior final Horton held White 
until lap seven and then White zipped 
by to go on for the win. Earlier in the 
night, Washington’s Steve Baker started 
a five rider chain reaction spill when he 
tried to put a wheel under Scott 
Brelsford. Baker high-sided and his 
machine served as a ramp for Rick 
Newby who sailed full throttle through 
the air and into the fence. Three other 
riders also went down bu amazingly 
none were hospitalized. Brelsford went 
on to win the heat and come back to 
run a third place in the final behind 
White and Horton. 

A crash opened the Novice final with 
Dan White, Mike Myers and Oregon’s 
Walt Mundt trying for the metal ball. 
Again all three walked away with 
Gennai taking the lead on the re-start. 

The hard charging Rick Hocking 
stayed close and took the lead on lap 
two. Gennai, switching from Yamaha to 
Bultaco for this one, held second until 
the late laps when he slowed and 
dropped to eighth. Motocrosser Bob 
Hosford, won the semi and then came 
from the back row to pick off rider 
after rider to take second but he had to 
hold-off Pat Hennen the last five laps to 
show his best finish to date in an AMA 
pro event. Hank Scott was fourth with 
Mundt getting back up and in for fifth. 

Haney and Paul Bostrom were, the 
two Expert heat race winners. Don 
Dudek took the semi win. Sonny Burres 
entered and ran second in the semi 
before running back in the pack in the 
final and dropping out midway in the 
race.

THE LAND USE BUSINESS 

We have under. consideration the 
matter of use fees for all-types of special 
uses of the public lands. Examples of 
these land uses are: survival, organized 
tours, backpacking, ORV events, river 
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runners, and field camps. 

It has long been the policy of the 
Federal Government that a reasonable 
charge should be made to each 
identifiable recipient for a measurable 
unit or amount of government service or 
property from which he derives a special 
benefit. There are several laws which 
reinforce this policy, and many use fees, 
for other than off-road vehicle events, 
are being charged at this time. 

In a sense many uses of desert lands 
are new and have increased by 
staggering proportions since World War 
II. Many problems have attended this 
increased use of the public lands. They 
include, but are not limited to, 
destruction of resources, conflicts 
between the various users, -pollution, 
and damage to public facilities from 
both vandalism and overuse. 

The cost to the government for 
managing these uses has also increased. 
Use fees can help offset the costs of 
developing, managing, and rehabilitating 
the public lands where environmental 
values have been adversely affected. ,

Lighter Than Air 
and 
Harder to Get Hold of 


From the world of the bigger, faster 
and lighter, we bring you, courtesy of 
Yamaha International and Jones 
Motocross Products, the Yamaha 498cc 
motocrosser. The Yamaha 500 has been 
one of the least rumored bikes to come 
along in quite awhile. We learned about 
its existence only two weeks before the 
unveiling last Sunday at Copetown, and 
Gary Jones and Marty Tripes have been 
testing a few of these bikes at Osteen’s 
Park for almost a month, but it seems 
that we were one of the first 
publications to develop a leak in the 
cover. The local gatekeeper at Osteen’s 
commented about the 500. ‘What else 
is old hat?” but it was exciting for us. 

We did get a good look at the bike 
and it goes something like this: The 
engine is a 498cc, reed valve, single 
cylinder, two stroke, with a four speed 
gearbox, set into a bascially standard 
YZ frame, with the usual special Jones 
running gear (foam in the rims, primary 
cover, etc.). The bore of the engine is a 
mindboggling 96 mm, utilizing the same 
stroke as the-360 (70 mm), to squeak in 
under 500cc. With that incredible 
bore-stroke ratio the port area, from 
one exhaust, one intake and four 
transfers, is incredible. That airy

cylinder is still in 
stage, sometimes being aluminum and 
chrome and other times aluminum with 


the experimental 


a very thin magnesium liner. When 
looking into the cylinder one quickly 
notices a strange little hole in the 
cylinder wall, about an inch and half 
below the top. It is a compression 
release which is operated at all times, to 
facilitate rotation of the crankshfat for 
both starting and operation. Despite 
that little hole, I spent some sadistic 
moments watchingDewayne and Marty 
break down the soles of their MX boots. 

One soon realizes that if these bikes 
were to ever go into production, the 
titanium and magnesium supplier of the 
world would quickly become depleted. 
The magnesium parts start off with, of 
course, the hubs and extend to crank 
cases, the cylinder head, the triple 
clamps, the rims, etc. The bike is 
studded with beautiful dished and 
hollowed titanium nuts and bolts. Other 
titanium parts include the handlebars, 
the axles, the shift shaft, and even the 
kickstarter lever. The stretch to the 209 
pound FIM limit for Trans-AMA and 
Inter-AMA motocross. 

The engine incorporates a strange 
little magic box (balancer), behind and

above the crankshaft, which is driven 
from the crank. The balancer, which 
will be found on many of Yamaha’s 
Enduros soon, does make the bike very 
smooth, for what the bike is. Marty 
Tripes commented that vibration was 
hardly noticeable. Don Jones and Porter 
Friend (mechanic) feel that the balancer 
may have a lot to do with an 
inexactness of throttle response, which 
is the reason given by the Europeans for 
rejecting the bike. 

They feel that they now have. the 
solution and the resulting power on tap 
is incredible. ‘The bike comes on like a 
JAP, with the power of a 750 flat 
tracker, on a full load.” It was obvious 
from watching DeWayne and Marty ride 
the bikes that traction and tires will be 
two of the biggest problems. The engine 
has a vast power band and shifting is 
minimal. An indiscreet throttle hand 
produces a shower of dirt through four 
gears that will last for indefinite 
distances. The power characteristics are 
fortunate, because a number of shifting 
problems have occurred, due to the 
varying expansion rates of alloy cases 
and titanium shift shafts. 

All three of the Jones MX trio are 
going very fast on the bike already and, 


with a few handling improvements, Don 
feels that it will be the bike to beat. The 
bike has a very long wheelbase and quite 
a lot of rake, resulting in a desire to go 
straight. Problems arise in Western 
motocross with berms. The problem 
isn’t a great one and Don Jones feels 
that “drawing it in” will solve the 
problem, Mike Patrick, of desert fame, 
was present and his eyes seemed to glow 
like neon cacti after riding it. 

Reliability problems are minimal 
after an early torrent of seizures, caused 
by clearances more suited to Japanese 
climate and riding styles. Setup as the 
bike is now, it runs fairly cool and is 
tolerant of varying jetting and much 
carburetor experimentation (38 and 40 


ces 

The support that the Jones are 
getting from Yamaha is impressive, to 
say the least. Spare parts abound, in fact 
to an almost absurd extend (10 extra 
titanium kickstarter levers, 30 extra 
frames). This is a stark change from a 
time when Don and Porter had to 
manufacture their own spares. There is 
no doubt that Yamaha is serious and it 
seems that they have found the right 
people to ride their bikes into the 
Oriental International motocross melee.

Although there were a number of 
personal triumphs in this year’s 
Czechoslovakian Six Days, the 
performance of our team as a whole’ was 
disappointing to many of those who 
were most concerned with the trial. In 
some ways, the U.S. team had far more 
than its share of the “good breaks” that 
are always necessary to do well in the 
Six Days Trial. To begin, two of the top 
east European Trophy Team members 
were unable to compete due to injuries 
received shortly before the trial began. 
Kvetoslav Masita, Czechoslovakia’s best 
known rider, who currently has five 
individual. championships to his credit, 
was out with a broken arm. East 
Germany’s star, Werner Salewski, was 
also unable to compete. His injury 
occurred so late before the trial that a 
special jury decision was necessary to 
allow a substitute, R. Fisher, a Vase 
team member, to take his place. Then, 
on Tuesday, came the electrifying news 
that H, Brinkmann, one of the powerful 
West German team, had arrived at the

Czech Trophy Team on a 250 Jawa- 
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second check seven minutes late, 
drawing four penalty marks for his 
Trophy Team. 

The terrain was favorable to our 
riders, being very similar to the 
Berkshire country, with maybe a bit less 
deep mud and somewhat sharper rocks. 
Our Trophy Team had virtually no 
serious mechanical problems, while our 
most serious competitors, the Italians, 
were plagued with several serious 
problems. Their road racing star, Farioli, 
came close to retirement several times 
because of a rear wheel that had a 
tendency toward disintegration. 


THE TROPHY TEAM 

There was never any remote chance 
that our Trophy Team would win this 
year. Our riders are still several orders of 
magnitude slower in the special tests 
than the best of the European countries. 
With no “breaks” for anyone, we could 
have expected a tough, three way battle 
for fourth place among ourselves, the 
Italians and the Russians. The East 
Germans, the West Germans and the 
Czechs are in solid command of the top 
three spots. When the West Germans 
impossibly dropped the ball on 
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hy team (Jawa) and Gomez (Bultaco) of the Spanish Trophy Team lead the troops. 


Tuesday, it then became theoretically 
possible for us, or our level of 
competitors, to take third. But it was 
not to be. With our real potential lying 
somewhere between third and sixth, we 
wound up in sixth. 

Three incidents contributed to our 
unspectacular placement. If we were to 
beat the Russians and Italians, it had to 
be done on the basis of bonus points. 
Bonus points can be accumulated in a 
number of ways: by failing to get 
started on time, by failing the sound 
test, and by slow times in the 
acceleration tests, the cross-country 
tests, and the final day’s road race. Our 
times in the races would have allowed us 
to beat the Russians and have a fighting 
chance against the Italians, but for some 
reason Dick Burleson consistently 
flunked the sound test, accumulating 20 
points each ‘day. In Six Days 
competition the sound test is not the 
Mickey Mouse business that it is in 
many stateside events. The sound level 
is measured in the middle of the 
acceleration test when the machine is 
revving high and putting out maximum 
power. The points system is arranged so 
that if the rider backs off the throttle, 
he loses more points in the acceleration 
test than he would gain by passing the 
sound test. 

There are some techniques that the 
rider can employ to pass the test if his 
bike is marginal, such as staying as far 
from the meter as the rules allow and 
shielding the engine somewhat with the 
arm and body while passing “the meter, 
but none of these helped Burleson. He 











was riding a Penton identical to that of 
the rest of the team but for some reason 
his would not pass, while theirs did. 
Since, as yet, no one knows why his 
machine wouldn’t pass, it would be 
unfair to blame him for it. 

Near the end of the week, most 
people seemed resigned to the fact that 
we were going to lose to the Italians on 
the basis of bonus points but the team 
was still all on gold medals (no penalty 
points) and seemed to have a secure lead 
over the Russians on the basis of bonus 
points and the West Germans who had 
four penalty points. Then on Saturday, 
just a few miles from the end, there 
came a combination of events that 
finished us. 

First, Jack Penton had a flat tire 
which he had to change on a tight 
section in a pouring rainstorm, In fixing 
it, he used up all his extra time and was 
very close to being late, Then, just after 
he restarted, he came upon the unlucky 
Dick Burleson who had broken a chain, 
Jack stopped and asked Dick if he 
needed help. Burleson, knowing that 
Jack was close to the limit, told him to 
keep going; that he’d get it fixed. But in 
stopping, Jack had fouled a plug. His 
tired engine continued to foul plugs, a 
total of four or five of them, until 
finally Jack was ten minutes late. No 
gold for Jack. 

In the meantime, Burleson ` was 
accumulating blunder points. First he 
had inexplicably started the day with 
neither spare chain nor master link! 
Then he refused Jack’s offer of help. 
Jack had a complete new chain! 
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Burleson figured that he would get a 
master link from the next American to 
come along and he did. But the next 
American didn’t arrive for 20 minutes. 
He lost 34 points. 

Up until that time the Trophy Team 
had done very well with all riders 
remaining on gold, and staying within 
striking distance of the third place 
Italians. The team proved beyond 
shadow of doubt that last year’s fourth 
place was no fluke and that the 
Americans were to be taken seriously. 
But the Six Days is just that and 
performance for five days earned us 
only the consolation prize, the Watling 
trophy which is awarded to the team 
that tries hardest. But doesn’t make it. 


THE SILVER VASE 

If the performance of the Trophy 
Team was disappointing in the eleventh 
hour, the performance of our other 
teams was catastrophic almost from 
before the start. The Vase A team, on 
Huskies, was forced to find a 
replacement for J.N. Roberts two days 
before the start. J.N. didn’t show up. He 
simply sent a telegram saying for 
“personal reasons’? he -wouldn’t be 
there. Friends said that he tried the new 
Husky 125 to which he was assigned for 
the Six Days effort and “‘couldn’t get 
with it”. He’s used to a big bike. It’s a 
shame that he doesn’t have . the 
versatility of Ron Bohn, Lars Larsson, 
Jake Fisher, Don Stover and Ed 
Schmidt all of whom were in the 
identical situation and managed to cope 
with it. All of them generally ride 
Husky 400s and all of them were 
assigned small bikes. A worthy 
replacement for him was found in Jeff 
Heininger. 

The Husky team then consisted of 
Ron Bohn, Ed Schmidt, Jake Fisher and 
Jeff, who was riding a Monark. Only 
Ron Bohn finished. Ed Schmidt was out 
the first day with Motoplat ignition 
failure. Jake went out on the last day 
only a few heartbreaking miles from the 
finish with what was thought to be 
broken rings. Jeff Heininger overcooked 
it, trying valiantly to keep up with an 
Italian Trophy Team member on 
another Monark, and slammed his knee 
into a bridge abutment. He received a 
painful ‘but not serious knee injury and 
retired on the third day while still on his 
gold. Ron Bohn won a gold medal and 
finished 24th in his class of 77 riders. 
The team finished 21st in its class of 26 
teams. 

The Puch-mounted Vase B team fared 
somewhat better after starting much the 
same way. The Puch team originally 
consisted of Don ‘Stover, Bob 
Grodzinski; Lars Larsson and Tom 
Clark, but Don Stover broke his foot in 
practice before the event and was 
replaced by Jerry Pacholke. Only Lars 
and Pacholke survived: Lars with a gold, 
and the highest individual finish of any 
American (8th place in 125 class), and 
Jerry with a bronze. Lars was quite sick 
for several days during the trial with a 
painful stomach ailment which makes 
his performance nearly incredible. 

Bob Grodzinski and Tom Clark made 
it through to the last day when bike 
troubles put them out almost within

sight of the finish line. Grodzinki’s bike 
had been gradually deterioriating so his 
retirement came as no surprise. Clark 
was putting on a great performance and 
was expected to cap it with great road 
race but his exhaust pipe broke right 
near the head and with the engine 
sucking up dirt and water, it failed in a 
matter of miles. 

Don Stover, in spite of his broken 
foot, started the contest and rode three 
days until his forearm became swollen 
to about twice normal size. The 
combination of the two injuries finally 
put an end to what was one of the most 
heroic attempts of the trial. 


THE MANUFACTURERS 

The United States had two 
manufacturer’s teams entered this year, 
a Husqvarna team and a Yankee team. 
Husqvarna did reasonably well with two 
of its three members finishing on gold: 
Carl Berggren and Frank Piasecki. Bill 
Kain, the third member, retired on the 
first day with a broken wheel. 

The Yankee story is an incredible tale 
of determination to succeed in spite of 
impossible odds. Barry Higgins was the 
first to succumb. On the second day 
Barry’s engine would only run on one 
cylinder at the start. After a few miles 
of running on oné cylinder, Barry 
turned back. Shortly thereafter, it 
started running on both cylinders so he 
turned around again to resume the 
contest. Again, the cylinder quit. Barry 
was determined to make the next check 
and see if anything could be done, but 
operation on one cylinder proved too 
much for the clutch, which also failed. 
With only one cylinder and no clutch, 
Barry was forced to retire. 

David Eames managed to keep going 
until the fifth day when his engine blew 
both the head and base gaskets, putting 
an end to his effort. He was still on gold 
at the time. Charlie Vincent had trouble 
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in a hurry to get onto the 
tracks.

Considerably weakened by the effort 
but determined to finish, he endoed the 
machine not long after and pinned his 
bad leg under the bike. Unable to move, 
he had to wait until some spectators 
came along to release him. This earned 
him a trip to the hospital where his leg 
was treated. He was released later in the 
day. 

Thus ended the Yankee ISDT saga, 
probably for all time. Rumor has it that 
a new single cylinder Yankee is in 
prospect, which should help somewhat.

His teammates were Steve Hurd, also on 
a Penton and Joe Carson on a Montesa. 
Both were out the first day, Steve with 
magneto failure and Joe with gearbox 
failure.

Leroy had some mechanical problems, 
but retired while he was still running, 
commenting that he was “making too 
many mistakes and was going to get 
hurt”. Dave Mungenast started the event 
on a Honda 250. He mamaged to get 
through to about the fourth day by 
which time he was riding a collection of 
worn and broken parts held together 
with hose clamps and duct tape. 

On the third day, Dave broke his foot 
peg and repaired it with hose clamps. 
Rumor has it that some time later the 
foot peg became mysteriously welded in 
place. When a part broke in the gearbox, 
the now permanent foot peg would not 
allow the gearbox cover to be removed, 
so Dave was out. With a little bit of help 
from your friends... 

For 31 entries, the U.S. acquired nine 
golds, three silvers and one bronze 
medal.

THE CANADIANS

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Some of the best support for this 
year’s effort came from Tom Heininger. 
His company (Webco) supplied much of 
the gear for the riders and he and his 
wife personally manned what was 
considered by most of the riders to be 
the best check on the course. 

The organization of the trial itself 
was, in many ways, flawless but there 


were some serious incongruities. 
Cheating by almost everyone was 
blatant and, ~for the most part, 


unpunished even when discovered. It is 
with mixed feeling that I report that our 
U.S. team now seems to have come very 
close to the Europeans in level of 
sophistication in the art of cheating. 

Course marking was reportedly 
superb and there was no quarrel with 
the instrumentation or scoring of the 
event. On the minus side, the scoring, 
done with the aid of a computer, was 
very, very slow. Telexes, manned by 
very competent girls, were available for 
the press but film mailed the first day of 
the event arrived 16 days later. 

It was an excellent Six Days. We're 
going to have our work cut out for us to 
equal it.

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CN Talks to Cooper and Jefferies

Only a week ago the Americans and 
the Europeans met at the Race of the 
Year, and now in a few short days the 
duel will be restaged at Ontario for the 
U.S.A.’s “race of the year.” The Mallory 
Park race, while a good one, did not 
leave us any immediate evidence for a 
favorite for Ontario. Of course, Jarno 
Saarinen won Mallory Park, but that 
was on the water-cooled Yamaha which 
he has become very familiar with. At 
Ontario he will be riding an Al Godin 
air-cooled Yamaha, and while he has to 
figure as a front runner, it’s obvious that 
he has alot of adjusting to do, to anew 
bike and a new cowse. Yvon 
DuHammel, Cal Rayborn, Paul Smart 
are all people who will figure high in the 
standings. 

But, one of the most important 
circumstances created by the Mallory 
Park race is the whereabouts of the 
Triumph-BSA team. At Mallory Park, 
Ray- Pickerell’s gearbox ‘seized while 
running in tight formation with 
teammates Percy Tait and Tony Jefferies. 
All three of them crashed, sustaining 
enough damage to remove them from 
the race. Pickerell suffered a broken 
pelvis, broken ribs and a broken ankle, 
plenty enough to sideline him for the 
rest of the season. Tait had enough 
broken bones to sit out the rest of the 
season also. 

Jefferies came through with no major 
injuries to himself and is the only rider 
besides John Cooper available out of the 
Tri-BSA team. The crash was the 
crowning blow to a less than fantastic 
season of BSA-Triumph endeavours. 
Their support of the team had been 
minimal, but now is almost 
non-existent. Cooper and Jefferies were 
faced with the problem of making their 
own ways across the Atlantic. 
Recognizing a nice potential, Roxy, 
Rockwood picked up on Tony and John 
and gave them the assistance they 
needed to come. 

We were lucky enough to head the 
trio off on their journeys about L.A. 
and got to have a few words with all 
three. We were a little apprehensive 
about meeting with top English riders 
dropped into the very foreign ground of 
Southern California, but were pleasantly 
suprised by both. 

JEFFERIES 

Tony Jefferies is a really amiable 
fellow and, upon first meeting, one 
would never guess that he is one of the 
top road racers in the world today. 
Unexpectedly, he is not especially short 
and is of average build. He carries 
himself smoothly and one almost 
doesn’t notice his presence. Tony is 
excited by the prospect of Ontario and 
by the whole prospect of America. He 
has wanted to come here for some time 
and has even offered his sponsors to pay 
his own way. 

When asked what he thought of 
Southern California, he was hesitant to 
respond mentioning that he’d only been 
here 24 hours, but it was obvious that 
he was taking everything in. Tony rates 


the Americans and Europeans as equals 
on roadracing courses, and it was 
encouraging to see a European taking so 
much interest in America and AMA 


roadracing. Tony has his ideas about % 


who is going to win at Ontario but, like 


any rider, isn’t going to play 
sportscaster. His respect for Jamo 
Saarinen is pretty intense, and he 


commented, “I think you’ll be rather ° 


surprised by Saarinen, Of course, Mike 
Hailwood is something close 
unmatchable great, but if anyone 
comes close it is Saarinen.” Jefferies said 


he has high hopes that Saarinen will © 


break, in a jocular manner, that is. 

Tony admits that his Triumph is 
down on power to the Kawasakis and 
Suzukis but feels that his bike is 
perfectly competitive due to its great 
handling and reliability. Tony is really 
happy to be riding what he is, especially 
after giving a Kawasaki a try in France 


about a month ago. His description of § 


the handling was rather lurid and his 
final comment was, “and I crashed it 
soundly.” 


When asked about Yvon DuHammel, ` 


Tony said, “In England, Yvon is 
described as a brave man.” He 
commented that there were some 


special connotations to the phrase, but 
didn’t go any farther than that. He still 
claims to have a huge amount of respect 
for Yvon just for riding “the thing.” 
Tony seems to feel that the frame work 
performed on Smart’s Kawasaki was 
successful, after watching him at 
Mallory, and he can’t understand why 
the other Kawasakis aren’t similarly 
framed. Tony definitely figures himself 
in the results and feels the length of the 
race will be to his benefit. “I’m not a 
quick starter like some of the 
Americans, but in a race such as this 
one, it (the length) can definitely prove 
to my benefit.” Tony is just fresh from 
a win at the Hutchinson 100 in England, 
and has to figure as a top contender at 
Ontario. 


COOPER 


John Cooper has been roadracing 
motorcycles for over 15 years. While 
not old by any means, he is without a 
doubt the old man of road racing. In his 
time he has undoubtedly been 
interviewed more times than he would 
care to try to remember. John answers 
questions concisely, almost abruptly, is 
quick to point out absurd questions, 
and qucikly draws the conversation in 
the way he intends. This is not to say 
that he is impolite or even 
- condescending, just very business like. 
He is a professional and he has been 
around, He has often been called quiet 
but that word connotates, at-a-loss for 
words and Cooper is not. He doesn’t 
talk more than is necessary and when he 
does he has condensed his thought into 
a brief phrase. 

He is fascinating just to watch, as he 
is constantly taking everything around 
him in. In the car he looked out the 
windows and watched while he listened 
to the conversation. In the restaurant he 
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Tony Jefferies at Mallory Park 
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seemed almost to make a short study of 
each person in the place. 

The first question I posed to John did 
not prove to be a wise one at all; the 
subject of particular riders and their 
assorted possibilities at Ontario. Cooper’s 
reply was, “No comment, as that would 
be a rather foolish thing for me to say, 
wouldn’t it?” I began to realize that it 
would not be John’s manner to talk of 
such things. 

The conversation drifted around to 
who Cooper found to be the most 
exciting newcomer to racing in his time. 
To most people’s suprise his answer was 
Barry Sheene, but hearing Cooper say it 
could almost convince one that Sheene 
would be World Champion next year. 
When he says something, it falls as a 
fact. 

Cooper finds no comparison for 
Ontario. He commented that in some 
ways it resembled English tracks in its 
twistiness, but in an overall way, not at 
all. He likes the course or more 
properly, finds it to his advantage. He 
feels that his BSA is very competitive at 
Ontario, and that he is at an advantage 
because he is able to learn courses 
easily. When asked why he is making a

big effort for Ontario and didn’t go to 
Daytona, he at first related it to a 
matter of sponsorship and then said, 
“And it is awfully hard to resist, taking 
all that money again, isn’t it?” 

After a little goading from Jefferies, 
Cooper got a little into the way he likes 
to ride a race. John isn’t particularly 
interested in leading at the beginning of 
a race and actually prefers to follow 
someone. “Afterall, it only matters who 
is leading at the end.” He very much 
likes the method of starting used by the 
AMA, the live engine. “The BSA is not 
as easy. to start as the two-strokers.” 
The use of waves is fine with John too, 
as it makes it easier to work through the 
pack. As strictly a roadracer, Cooper is 
very impressed by American riding 
styles. “They ride the bloody things 
right off the track without ever turning 
off the throttle, and just put a foot 
down and go like this (motioning to a 
crossed-up position).” 

I asked John Cooper about the rumor 
that he is considering retiring from 
racing. He said, “I would appreciate it 
very much if you would publicize that, 
as I could use some more financial 
support.”

LEICESTERSHIRE, ENGLAND, Sept. 
17, 1972 — The new 250 world 
Champion, Jarno Saarinen, aboard a 
little water-cooled Yamaha 350 
screamed to victory in the Race of the 
Year at Mallory Park and in the process 
broke the lap record set by the great 
Mike Hailwood. The only rider who 
could stay with the Flying Finn was Cal 
Rayborni, who fell back when his 
Harley soured. The contest for second 


place was then passed to Paul Smart ~ 


aboard a 750 Kawasaki and three time 
winner of this race, John Cooper. On 
the last lap Smart got by in the hairpin 
for the second spot. 

In the 750cc Superbike race, Smart 
again pulled into the lead on the last lap 
after following teammate Yvon 
DuHamel until them. 

Saarinen was also the winner of the 


250 and 350 classes aboard his 
Yamahas.

The most powerful moment of the 
entire race meeting was as follows; the 
course starts on a straight-away in front 
of the grandstands, down ways around 
Gerard’s corner which keeps bending 
and bending like our own Laguna Seca.

To watch the 
legendary Percy Tait flick his great 
Triumph 3 from side to side here sends 
chills up ‘your back. Up a hill around a

hairpin, which one must slow to 
practically nothing, then down and 
around Devil’s Elbow, a left hand high 
speed sweeper, to the line. From my 
vantage point between the hairpin and 
the middle of a Devil’s Elbow, I sat 
transfixed. It seemed useless to shoot 
more pictures as each rider or 
combination was as exciting as the next.

The first big race of the day was 
Rothman’s 1000 guineas race of the 
year. The Finn, Jamo Saarnien, on the 
350 Yamaha going so quick he is 1/2 a 
lap ahead. He has lowered his bars until 
they are straight up and down, not 
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angled down, and found he has better 
control and could go much faster. Next 
Paul Smart was dicing with the 
incredible John Cooper. Cooper, you 
will remember, is always seen aboard a 
large British machine, BSA or Triumph, 
knee out, poridge pot hat with two 
Moon eyes on it. He is absolutely mind 
boggling. In person, as are many of the 
British go-fasts, a bespectacled quiet 
person. On the track he, as I also see in 
Cal Rayborn, put on the race face. 
* * * 

Paul and Cooper were fighting 
through the esses, up the hill to the 
hairpin turn. Paul takes it — knee-out — 
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almost off the bike. Cooper, also knee 
out, goes way to the outside rail and 
comes off the corer with incredible 
speed. Paul pulls a tight turn and stays 
close to the inside rail. It is a drag race 
— 110 hp of Kawasaki wheelstanding 
out of the hairpin. Cooper on the wick 
of the outside rail and the Triumph’s 
three megaphones bellow in torture as 
people crowd the fence to the left — 
Devil’s Elbow. Cooper switches and 
takes the inside near the rail as 
incredible speeds trying to pass Smart. 
Paul is almost completely off the 
machine, his head near the side of the 
tank in his now famous style. The tires 
of both machines slide as the turn gets 
tighter. Smart pulls in front and closes 
the gate as they ease by the Armco 
barriers and the victory flag. It was the 
most powerful dramatic moment in 
racing for me, two of the world’s greats 
each not giving an inch at incredible 
speeds left me completely drained and 
the 40,000 fans going beserk. 
* * * 


In the Motorcycle News Superbike 
Championship which Smart was to win 
and DuHamel second, there was an 
insane crash at the very spot on Devil’s 
Elbow I earlier described, Three 
Triumph 3’s, Cooper, Tait, and Ray 
Pickrell were racing in a herd, no one 
giving an inch at very fast speeds. 
Pickrell’s gear box seized, and he went 
down into the trail in Devil’s Elbow 
taking the others with him in a tangle of 
bodies, blue farings and broken 
machines. Pickrell suffered a broken leg 
and other injuries, the others walked 
away, but Triumph ended its racing 
effort for good on that note.

FREMONT, CAL., Sept. 10, 1972 — 
Upon arrival at Fremont Raceway most 
of the participants from the Southern 
California area encountered many 
problems they hadn’t expected. The 
reason for these inconveniences was 
primarily the differences between 
AHRA and NHRA rules. 

All the drag strips in the LA-Orange 
County area are NHRA sanctioned so 
finding AHRA rule books is no tasy 
task. As a result the majority of the 
racers had set their bikes up according 
to NHRA rules hoping they could get 
through an AHRA tech inspection. No 
such luck. 

As it turned out all the gas class bikes 
A, B, C, etc...were lumped into one top 
gas category. The twin engine bikes of 
Long Beach Honda and Action 4’s 
weren't allowed to set official records as 
AHRA has yet to establish a category 
for this type of bike. Russ Collins and 
his revolutionary blown single engine 
Honda was also exempt from record 
setting. 

Once the technical debacle had 
ended the spectators were in for some 
hot and heavy racing. 

Shortly before eliminations the word 
came down from the tower that all top 
gas bikes would be merged into the top 
fuel ranks. It’s rather hard to imagine a 
“C” gasser running heads up

against a potential 8.90 top fueler. But 
thanks to quick action on the part of 
the R.C.- Engineering team, who 
protested long and loud, this lopsided 
merger was avoided.

Lost Angels TT

ELSINORE, CAL., Sept. 23, 1972 — It 
was five minutes after seven in the 
evening when the first race started, but 
that was OK because not everybody 
showed up on time. The promoting club 
(Lost Angels) felt that it would be 
better to wait an hour or so than to lock 
out late arrivals. 

Problems started immediately with 
the posting of the first races. Numbers 
were difficult to read, to say the least, 
and some rider numbers were omitted 
from the posting. A general lack of 
experience plagued the Lost Angels as 
valuable time was lost staging each race. 
After the first go-round of 
heavyweights, it became apparent that 
additional problems were to be 
encountered. The staging of Semis got 
slower and slower. 

Finally, when the Mains for the big 
bores came around, they were not 
posted accurately. It took them 2 hours 
to run 9 events. Some kind of record, 
Procedural errors also began to plague 
them as it became apparent that District 
37 rules were not fully understood. 

Well, they got the biggies off and it 
looked like they were learning the 
difficult game of promoting scrambles 
events. Not so. Personality clashes 
developed to a serious problem.

aico masters battled tooth and toenail in the 500-Open Main when the S.V:M.C. did

One of the most pleasant surprises, 
and impressive pieces of motocross 
machinery, encountered so far in the 
CN Lightweight Review is the Montesa 
125 Cappra. Few people on the staff 
had ever ridden one, or known of any 
riders who had this Spanish 125. The 
question that stands out, literally 
screaming for an answer after several 
days riding, is: Why? This 125 Montesa 
is a very impressive motocrosser based 
on our limited experience’ with the 
scooter. 

It is a good-looking bike (Might as 
well start here since so many bikes are 
sold on appearance.) with big alloy 
fenders, and a silver-gray fiberglas tank 
that comes across as being either too 
dull or ‘tworks’’-like, depending on your 
frame of reference. There is a soft, 
quality-looking seat attached to the 
frame and flat black up-pipe and engine. 
A rather bulky, but very effective, 
silencing cannister sits at the end of the 
stinger. The engine cases are highly 
polished. There is*a visual impression of 
large smooth expanses of polished alloy. 
Most riders like it. 

Details and “‘accessories” are, for the 
most part what racers want. There are 
stock Akront rims, front and rear, that 
are sheathed with Pirelli Motocross tires 
in the usual 3.00 X 21 and 4.00 X 18 
dimensions. A 
Pirelli MX really does the job for’ the 


lightweight MXers, as well as 
flat-trackers. They’re good rubber. Grips 
and cables are excellent. Those 


handlebar covers are like Dohertys but 
the design is actually a bit better. The 
pegs are just OK. A wet boot slipped off 
twice (once on each side) as dirt started 
to build up, smoothing out the pebbled 
peg surface. The big fenders do a good 
job of catching almost all the goop that 
gets .tossed up, but look very dig-able. 
We didn’t drop it (Ha, ha.) so can’t say 
for sure but would bet on it. The 125 
Cappra runs quiet. That big silencer will 
give the quiet Pentons competition in 
the low DB category. There seems to be 
more engine noise audible than exhaust 
noise, f 

The Telsesco forks and shocks on this 
Montesa were excellent; strictly top 
drawer. Three different riders of three 
different riding abilities agreed on this 
feature. It was the smoothest ride on a 
125 that I can remember. One plus 
factor to this feature is that if it feels 
smooth, most guys will go faster. It all 
helps. 

The suspension and the frame, which 
is also new and different from the old 
Cappras, keep the Montesa tracking very 
positively. The spring coils on the 
shocks are covered with a thin layer of 
rubber for protection and to prevent the 
springs rusting on the inside where it’s 
so hard to dry them off after you’ve 
washed your bike, It’s a good idea. 

The Cappra’s handling impressed 
everybody who rode it. The machine 
has a very positive feel and is very 
controllable. It adheres much more 
closely to the rider’s idea of what 
should be happening than the older 
Montesas often did. This 125 Cappra 
goes right where you point it without 
any of the surprising twitchy quickness 
that compromised the reputation of 
former models. It gets where it’s going 
when you point it there with no fuss or 
bother. Just dial on the power, in 
virtually any gear, and it goes to the 
next point in a smooth, straight line. 
Really something for a so-called 
lightweight. (Which is not to imply the 
Montesa is overweight. It’s under 215 
wet, and that’s a good honest weight for 
a 125 in stock form.) That weight seems 
to be very well distributed and is low 
relative to body position. Side to side 
handling is great and it is an easy, fun 
bike to slide around corners. The 
handling doesn’t take that long to get 
used to. 

The front end is light enough to loft 
with complete ease but not so light as to 
hop around on ripples, or wash out. The 
rear end never seemed to get out of 
shape or want to come around any

faster than you were ready for. You 
could dial on more petrol in a corner 
and break it loose to square it off but it 
was not all unpredictable. The 
wheelbase is not exceptionally long at a 
little over 54 inches but the overall 
geometry must be good as it is straight 
and stable over stutter-bumps and the 
little undulations that build up before 
and after corners on a motocross course. 

The engine sits rather high in the 
single downtube, split cradle frame and, 
with the up-pipe, gives over 10 inches of 
ground clearance. It is carbureted with a 
27mm Spanish Amal (What else?) and 
yields a surprising amount of low end. 
The strongest feature of the black 
motor is a wide, tractable mid-range. It’s 
easy to ride and responds very crisply 
anywhere but at the extreme top end. 
The mid-range is really easy to hold on 
to and that’s where most riders are 
going to be most of the time. The revs 
ended to flatten out at the top end and 
the engine ran rather strained and 
rough. Two of the test riders felt that 
the Amal was jetted too rich for clean 
running at top end. This wouldn’t be 
surprising since the machine was 


breaking in a new piston and Montesa 
Motors probably didn’t want a bunch of 


The 125 Cappra is simply described: It’s fun 
to ride as fast as you can.

newspaper guys lunching a fresh engine. 
Another probably reason that it 
flattened at the top end (And we mean 
wicked on in fourth damn near flat 
out.) is that the 125 needed to be 
geared higher. This engine could pull 
more gearing no sweat. An 11 tooth 
countershaft sprocket is stock with a 58 
tooth at the rear. Rear sprockets with 
54 and 56 teeth are options and this 
would give the top ‘end speed to “run 
out” in the revs that the bike deserves 
to have. Since our testing was done on 
the fast Indian Dunes motocross courses 
(both of them), the tall gearing would 
have been a definite asset. For a lot of 
course, it’s right as is. You’re not going 
to get flat out in fourth on some tracks 
with this bike. 

The Motoplat ignition, which is 
stock, and primary gearing which is low, 
gave us first kick starts every time, hot 
or cold. Clutch action is smooth and 
very light and no slipping is required to 
get underway. It feels strong and secure 
right away. Shifting was short, positive 
and clutchless. All shifts were 
completely accurate with no neutrals 
and neat, snick-snick little throws. The 
16 plate clutch was so smooth and easy 
that left side-shifting bikers adapted to 
the new configuration in a very few 
laps. 

The engine is a bit thirsty. It’s 
surprising how quickly that small 27mm 
Amal sucks up the gallon or so we 
usually ran in the tank. Don’t worry. 
There’s enough capacity for a moto or 
two even if you’re pretty heavy handed 
with the gas. The tank actually holds 
1.8 U.S. gallons but if you put it 
completely full, you'll probably slosh 


some out the clear plastic vent tube 
beside the offset gas cap. The cap is a 


plug type and also leaks a little, but 
nothing serious. 

Air cleaner location is high under the 
seat, as on their Trials machines, in a 
good, clean, dead air space. Again, a 
foam type filter element would be 
better than the stock unit. Montesa is 
currently negotiating with a well-known 
air filter element maker to use their 
product as stock equipment. 

The initial tendency to look 
skeptically at the big, full-width hubs on 
a motocross machine in a time when 


everybody has alloy or mag conicals 


disappears as soon as you use the 
brakes. Those polished hubs hold some 
fantastic grabbers. The brakes are first 
class and stop you right now! They have 
a progressive feel when you apply foot 
and hand pressure and really work. 
Another pleasant surprise from the 125 
Cappra: good brakes to go with the 
good handling. 

Our best test rider was turning some 


very fast lap times and, in fact, was able - 


to do a job on a couple of 400 
motocrossers that were touring the 
course at the same time. One of them 
eventually got him back but the rider 
had to work at it and this was after our 
test rider had only three laps on the 
Cappra under his belt. The handling is 
that good and inspires that’ much 
confidence in the rider. Coupled with its 
tractable powerband, the Montesa 
should be able to give a good account of 
itself in the 125 class. The only thing we 
can’t figure out is why more young 
racers aren’t riding them. The price is 
right and so is the machine. It’s one of 
the scooters in our Lightweight Review 
that was a pure joy to ride from the 
very first go-round. It’s a good racing 
package at a good price.

E SEEN HEES ETS 
"Yes, it Rains in Washington“ 


by Mike Welland 

In fact probably on some of the 
finest tracks inthe nation. Last weekend 
this writer knew of four races in the 
Seattle area alone, two on natural 
terrain with real up and down hill 
sections and two very serious man made 
courses. Many of the riders made three 
of the events, this weekend, Saturday 
afternoon at Orting Sports . Park, 
Saturday night at Straddle Line Cycle 
Park and Sunday at either Puyallup 
Raceway Park or the Start Up track. 

Many of the National motocross pros 
are familiar with the two man made 
tracks, Puyallup near Tacoma and 
Straddle Line néar Olympia, but hardly 
any of them have had the pleasure of 
competing at the two natural tracks. 

Several years ago Gary Bailey held a 
motocross school at Orting Sport Park. 
Obviously honked he raved all day 
about what a bitchen race you could 
have there. 

Due to a District 27 point 
requirement this track only runs its 
motocrosses on Saturdays, a shame as 
many riders work on Saturday. 

The other Seattle area natural terrain 
track (choo choo!) is Start Up located 
near Start Up which is right in the 
Cascade Mountains where it is winter in 
November (ask anyone who was at the 
1969 Seattle Inter-Am). During the 
non-winter months this course offers an 
unlimited number of layouts over 
uphill, downhill and rolling mountain 
meadow land. Besides. the beautiful 
scenery, it’s a gas to ride. 

The two popular man made tracks 
usually are part of the Trans AMA and 
Inter AMA series. This past July the 
International 250 event was held at 
Straddle Line near Olympia and each 
fall Puyallup has the 500 International 
event, this year to be held on November 
19 at Puyallup just before the series 
drops down the coast to Leisure and 
Saddleback. 

Both of these tracks have large 
grandstands, good potties, food and are 
almost 100% visible to the spectators 
from anywhere on the track. 

Naturally they are near the four 
courses in the Seattle area and just so 
you can impress your friends I’ll turn 
you on to them: 

Highside Park is Just across the sound 

from Seattle in Bremerton. This 

track is long and has as much up and 
down hill action as you'll ever need. 

Hard ground is a plus for winter 
months and a minus for rims and 
ribs. Still a professional facility. 
Shelton, south of Bremerton, this 

track is narrow and made on rock 
peer grade) fill. A sportsman MX 

acility . 

Purdy, near Shelton, sportsman. 
Dwall, east of Seattle, natural terrain 
inclined stumps, sportsman. 

Monroe, north of Seattle runs in the 
spring cut with a cat, few rocks, very 
good dirt for burns and thingies. 

Two top rate tracks in eastern 
Washington with built in watering 
and rider facilities are Darogu Park 
near Wenathe and Kona. And many 
more!

PHOENIX, AZ., Sept. 17, 1972 — 
Today was the beginning of the third 
season of motocross at Arizona Desert 
Raceways and if the first day is any sign 
of things to come, it'll be the best 
season yet. 

ADR has grown from a dusty, narrow 
trail to a rock-strewn path to a 
full-fledge-real-live-honest-to-Herkimer 
motocross course. As an added 
attraction, a rainstorm was added to the 
day’s events as a novel (for Arizona) 
way to water the track. 

Of all the racers I asked, not one 
didn’t like the track and all said that 
they would be back...all 200 of them. 
That’s a pretty fair turnout for a track 
that never had 100 riders, 

The biggies of the.day were the 125 
and 250 Expert classes headed by 
Californians Tom Rapp and Dave 
Rodgers astride their flashy red Buls. Of 
the three motos at five laps each, Dave

Scott McAfee led 
the first lap of moto three with Rodgers 
soon to pass. McAfee and his DKW 
finished second overall behind Rodgers. 

The first 250 Expert moto was a 
giveaway to Mr. Rapp who led from the 
first turn to the checkered. But the 
second moto was no copy; off to a bad 
start, Rapp was eleventh in the first turn 
and turning it on. At the end of the first 
lap, he had moved up to fifth. From 
then on, it was a game of catch-up. to 
Maico-mounted Bob Wharton. But 
Wharton saw the checkered before Rapp 
which gave both riders a first and 
second into the third moto, 

What’s this? A local boy about to do 
in one of the country’s top riders? At 
the start of the third moto, everybody 


- watched Rapp take the hole and hold it 


all the way. Wharton didn’t let off and 
he was never more than 50 yards behind 
Rapp. You could imagine Wharton 
saying to himself, “Wait ‘til next time. 
Just wait.”

The big three of the 125 Novice class 
were Jim Strickland (DKW), Carl Lasch 
(Yam) and Mike Richter (Hon). 
Richter’s four-stroker didn’t have the 
power of the ring-dings as he grabbed 
three thirds. Lasch finished with 1-2-2 
and Strickland with 2-1-1 for top gold. 

Next race is October first. The 
weather will be cooler and the racing at 
its best. Make it.

BIG SPRING, TEX., Sept. 3, 1972 — 
The fall motocross series opened in the 
midst of hot and heavy competition at 
the Big Spring Motocross Park. 

At the day’s end, Big Spring riders 
dominated the seats in the victory circle 
with five first-place honors, six seconds, 
and one third. 

Brian Ferrell started the day off right 
for the local riders by placing first in the 
Junior Mini-bike competition, Rog Puga 
and mini-ace Tim Sevanson captured 
second and third places. Another ace, 
Craig Hodnett then matched Ferrell’s 
accomplishment capturing first place 
honors in the Senior-Mini class with 
Trent Fraley in a smooth second.

Jay Henry, Kelly Guinn, and Mark Day 
left many spectators standing in awe. 

Henry made the scene on a new 
Swedish-built Monark and literally flew 
around the rough Big Spring track with 
Guinn’s Penton glued to his rear fender. 

The three heats resembled a drag race 
as spectators wondered if both riders 
had stuck throttles. Nobody could want 
to go that fast on purpose.

RIVERSIDE, CAL., Sept. 10, 1972 — 
When De Anza Cycle Park opened two 
months ago a motocross track was laid 
out that was too much for the smaller 
displacement classes but since then it 
has been changed to the extent that it is 
now one of the best tracks around. The 
track consists of two sections, each 
six-tenths of a mile long, and the smaller 
bikes are run on the main section with 
the larger machines using the additional 
section for a total length of 1.2 miles. 

The first minicycle moto was won by 
Richard Dick who put his Honda in the 
lead on the first lap and held it the 
whole way. Second and third went to 
Ron Ward and Donnie Joslin, both 
Yamaha mounted.

The followifg is a collection fo reflections, 
impressions, comments and bench racing 
evaluations on the three big bore machines 
just tested in the last three issues of CN. While 
not particularly organized, you do get a rare 
insight into our testers’ heads (Argh.) and the 
comments are, at least, honest. 


“They’re all overpriced: both the 
bikes and the parts. The European 
machines could be more competitive 
with the Japanese if they’d consider a 
lower profit margin and bigger volume 
sales. 

“All of the bikes are strictly for a 
serious competitior. They are really 
beyond what a sportsman needs or can 
use. But Americans are affluent enough 
not to settle for anything but the best 
so they'll but more than they need. 

“The Husky is really a better desert 
bike; in fact, it’s really only a desert 
bike, at least in California. The Maico is 
purely MX-designed. It seems that the 
CZ does go both ways. The Maico 
suspension is the best stock. Of course, 
the Maico is lighter and has a lower CG. 
(Countercomment: The Husky was 
softer.) The Husky does require straight 
and up down cornering. It’s really a 
“soft ground” bike. 

“All of the bikes were comparable in 
power. None of them had a clear power 
advantage. The Husky might go better 
at really high speeds since it has a 
lower-revving engine and should last 
longer. The CZ is more famous for its 
cut of the corner explosiveness. Most of 
the Maico riders who do well seem to 
make it up in handling. The CZ shock 
springs are too hard. 

“As far as dependability, the CZ is 
probably the least hassle for a 
sportsman rider. Husqvarna has come a 
long way from the early days with their 
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LS tet eu Four Speed 
eee 32mm Jikov

gearboxes but still have to rate second. 
Of course, you can’t afford to break a 
CZ so it’s a good thing they don’t. 

“Quality and positioning of seats and 
controls were all comparable (with 
latitude for individual preferences) but 
the Maico bars were too narrow for just 
about everybody. 

“Rubber mounted on the scooters 
was all good. Barum, Trelleborg or 


Metzeler; it’s whatever you like. The 
Husky had the best wheel assemblies in 
stock form. The brakes, hubs, spokes, 
rims and tires were all superior. You see 
some Husky wheel setups on other 
brand bikes. : 

“The Maico has some awkward setups 
like the compression release starting 
lever and the clutch both on the left 
side when you have to bump it, 

“The CZ is about $100 shy out of the 





crate. A c-note later, it’s fight there.

“As far as finish and detailing, the 
nickel-dime stuff is the worst feature of 
all the bikes. Clips, cables, hose clamps, 
and fittings are all. poor compared to: 
most good Japanese or US hardware. 
Even the footpegs don’t compare to say, 
Honda 250 footpegs. For $1500 (more 
or less) they should all get better gear. 





That sort of thing insults the rest of the 
bike. 

“Braking on the Maico is still poor, 
On the CZ and Husky, it’s really good. 
The Husky floating rear brake is 
particularly good. However on the CZ, 
the handling characteristics argue 
against ever using the brakes, Thé 
tendency is to full bore the corners. The 
same is true, to some extent, on the

“The reasons people buy a machine 
like one of these are probably price, 
“name”. and dependability or, at least, 
the reputation for dependability. 
Buying a bike only for power and 
dependability, the CZ would have to get 
the nod. You do have to keep the power 
on to get the right handling, though. 

For pure handling, probably the 
Maico. It never got out of shape no

COPETOWN, ONTARIO, CAN., Sept. 
24, 1972 — After twin overall wins at 
the prestigious Trophee des Nations 
(250cc) and Motocross des Nations 
(500cc), Suzuki star Roger DeCoster 
shows no sign of relaxing. DeCoster 
dominated both 45 min. motos at 
Copetown to win the Trans-AMA 
opener, 

The World Champion's only. serious 
competition came from Maico rider Ake 
Jonsson, who led nearly half of the first 
moto until DeCoster got by. Jonsson 
and Yamaha team rider Marty Tripes led 
the field into the first turn, DeCoster 
and Heikki Mikkola squeezed in behind. 
The Kawasaki prototypes f John 
DeSoto and Brad Lackey were right 
behind. 

Jonsson opened a five second lead in 
the early lap, moving well on the 
bumps, humps, holes, and off-camber 
nasties. DeCoster and Mikkola contested 
second place for a spell, as Lackey, 
DeSoto and Tripes made up the next 
contingent. 

DeSoto took a spill on the fourth lap 
and came around slowly, then pulled

off. DeCoster pulled out on Mikkola as 
the three front runners increased their 
lead, with Brad Lackey just off the pace 
in fourth. Tripes held fifth spot, 
followed by Yamaha teammates, Gary 
Jones and Jim Weinert. 

Nearing the halfway mark, DeCoster 
and Mikkola had both closed on 
Jonsson as all three began lapping the 
tail-enders. DeCoster, picking lines that 
no one else even seemed to consider, 
moved around Jonsson as Mikkola held 
third with a ten second Geficit. 

This established the finishing order, 
and though Jonsson stayed tight on 
smooth Roger for the remaining laps, 
the champ gave him no opportunity to 
regain the lead. Lackey was fourth, 
followed by Gary Jones, Mike Runyard 
(CZ) and Rich Thorwaldson (Suz). 

The start of the second moto was 
almost a replay of the first, although 
DeCoster quickly took the lead from 
Marty Tripes. The Yamaha youngster 
held off Ake Jonsson for one lap, but 
surrendered second place on the next 
round. Mikkola moved by into third on 
the following lap. 

Brad Lackey and Jim Pomeroy (Bul) 
were both on the move, and captured 


fourth and fifth respectively after seven 
laps on the rugged Copetown circuit. 

But DeCoster was really stretching 
out a virtually uncontested lead, and he 
lapped Sonny DeFeo on the eighth lap. 
Jim Weinert moved up to challenge 
Tripes, and took sixth place at the 
halfway point. A- few laps later, he got 
by Pomeroy in fifth, where he finished. 
Tripes held seventh until the last few 
minutes, when he ran out of gas. 

DeCoster compiled nearly a 30 sec. 
advantage at the flag, with Jonsson, 
Mikkola, and Lackey also repeating 
their first moto finishes.

SRA Hare Scrambles

FOUR CORNERS, CAL., Sept. 15, 
1972 — The last ‘“Early-Bird” Hare 
Scrambles of the SRA summer season 
was held in an area that hasn’t seen the 
thundering hordes for some time.

Converted motocrosser (for the day

new 450 Husky around the 21 mile loop 
in just thirty minutes to lead another 
MX’er Kit Malone and SRA regular Al 
Hull by less than 50 yards. The fourth 
place was quite a way back as the three 
seemed to be making it all by 
themselves. 

One observer stationed along the 10 
foot high bank of a sand wash claimed 
they were riding the “wall of death” all 
the way to the top as they snaked 
through the turns.

SOGGY DRY LAKE, CAL., Sept. 17, 
1972 — A 35-mile loop through the 
sagebrush and down the sandwashes set 
the background for a sizzling ride by 
Jim Diamond of Indio as he took a new 
400cc Husky to the checkered flag in 
the Desert Racing Association.event. 

Zig-zagging across the sand and 
rock-studded underbrush at speeds 
averaging 60 miles-an-hour, Diamond 
flashed across the finish line about a 
half-mile ahead of the competition. 
Larry Mason on a 360cc Yamaha, took 
the second checkered flag in the Novice 
class. Other Novices in the winner’s 
circle were Mark O’Connor on a 400cc 
Husky taking third, Randell Martin on a 
400cc CZ, fourth; Greg Teget on a 
400cc Husky, fifth, and young Jim 
Bagley on a 400cc Husky, sixth. 

Bagley was naturally first in the 16 
and under class. In the same 16 and 
under Novice competition were Richard 
Luce, on a 175cc Yamaha who picked 
off the 11th overall spot and a second in 
his class. Also in the under 16 Novice 
class were Doug Peterson on a 400 
Yamaha who took 19th overall in the 
Novice and third in the younger class. 
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Jim Diamond finishes his 60 mph charge for the overall win. 
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Making the dust fly as he curled 
down the last mile to the checkered 
flag, Brian Cross of Palm Springs on a 
125 Puch earned himself a 15th overall 
spot on the Novice class winner’s list 
followed by another small bike rider, 
Mike Harris, on a 125 CZ. 

In the Novice 250 class, it was Larry 
Luce, Yamaha; Bruce Wedeking, Suzuki, 
and Jim Elkins, Yamaha, in the one, 
two, three spots on the trophy list. 

The Beginners’ class, however, 
outnumbered the Novice riders two to 
one, stringing out a half-mile for a dead 
engine start. In this class, the hot ride of 
the day came to the over 35 entry, R. 
Mortensen, who whipped his new 400 
Maico around the loop, taking the first 
place honors along with a bottle of 
champagne. DRA races in style and the 
No. 1 Beginner and Novice ride home 
with the champagne.

Suzuki; Jim Davis on a 250 Yamaha, 
and Randy Peers, on a 400 Husky for 
the second, third and fourth overall 
spots. Davis, from Indio, also took the 
first 250 Beginners’ class trophy 
according to unoffical results.

URA “Little Tuffy”

RED MOUNTAIN, CAL., Sept. 24, 
1972 — URA’s “Little Tuffy” lived up 
to its name Sunday as over 400 riders 
took on the challenging 40-mile course. 
And challenging it was, as Dave Evans 
called it the 40-Mile Last Chance 
Enduro! 

The course started up a tricky mining 
road which gave riders fits as they 
wound their way up Red Mountain. 
After proceeding for one and one-half 
miles, the riders entered the downhill 
canyon which, according to the 
schedule, was a 2 MPH average! 

It was single file down for about 
one-half mile, then opened up a little so 
the faster riders could pass. Most riders 
got through ahead of schedule so they 
could take a welcome break at the 
bottom. 

They shouldn’t have, though, as there 
was a nasty uphill two miles further up 
the course. You know the type: steep, 
rocky and super soft. Most riders ended 
up pushing their bikes over. Those who 
didn’t get up, but rode around, missed 
Check 1. 

The course then took off over a little 
bit of fireroad to let the riders rest 
before tackling some cross-country, 
some more uphills (Not nearly as bad as 
the first one.), sandwashes, and then 
some slow, rocky going which dinged up 
a lot of skid plates. 

About two miles before Check 3, the 
course dropped down into a canyon 
floor which contained some deep, deep 
sand and whoop-de-doos. Once you 
were in the canyon you had to keep 
going as there was no way you could get 
back up. After clearing the canyon#*the 
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ridge-running on razorback which were 
really run. 

Then, the course led into some 
sandhills where Check 4 was waiting. 
After leaving Check 4, the riders had to 
cope with a rocky pass over a small 
mountain which led down into a 
narrow, twisty, winding canyon which 
in turn exited almost in sight of the pits. 

The trail looked like it was heading 
right back to the pits but then turned 
up for one more hill. The last hill was 
not too steep but it was soft and 
covered with rocks, which made going 
up in a straight line impossible. 
Naturally, at the top was Check No. 5. 
After picking their way down the riders 
had it made into the pits. 

URA provided some neat. pins and 
the riders who finished really earned 
them, Results are not yet in as all 
available personnel were out looking for 
a rider who was not entered but rode 
the course and broke down. 

Instead of staying put he took off his 
boots and started off the course looking 
for the pits! Luckily he was found just 
before dark or it would have been a cold 
long night for him in his T-shirt. 

By the time you read this, URA will 
have the race scored as they again used 
the new scoring system in which they 
use the number of the rider due instead 
of the key time. URA was the first West 
Coast organization to use this system 
and it works great. 

URA’s next enduro is the IRRC 
Benefit Enduro October 29. This one is 
for a good cause as IRRC is a volunteer 
outfit which donates their time and 
communications equipment for no 
charge. All profits from the enduro will 
got to IRRC, so get out and show your 
appreciation for all the work they have 
put in not only at URA enduros but for 
other clubs as well.

This Is The Future 

You’re a typical family. One of the 
ways that you relieve the anxiety of full 
participation in urban life is by going 
into the mountains or the desert and 
finding recreation occasionally. The 
boys like to ride trailbikes or backpack, 
mom and the girls prefer to just sniff 
the wilderness and get away from the 
kitchen stove. Gramps hunts for things 
to add to his rock collection, while 
Granny is an entomology buff and is 
happy just to study the insects round 
about. Dad likes to shoot holes in tin 
cans. 

So you trek into the public lands’ 
vastness and pitch camp. but a man ina 
green uniform drives up, stops and 
demands a $1 fee from everybody in the 
family, for the privilege of using the 
desert, forest or whatever. 

“It’s the law, now.” he barks. 

Far-fetched? Maybe, but this is 
exactly what the U.S. Department, of 
Interior is starting to do, beginning, 
naturally, with the weakest, most 
poorly-organized, and least troublesome 
public recreationist the motorcycle 
racer. 

Once again the motorcyclist has been 
singled out for saddling with a 
precedent to satisfy the Government 
power freakos. Dept. of Interior 
bureaucrats must have noted with 
delight how easily their friends in the 
Dept. of Transport ran over us with 
helmet and other nonsense laws. 

But Transport isn’t as smart as 
Interior. They didn’t make any money, 
outside of some alleged bribes from 
unscrupulous helmet and_ light-bulb 
manufacturers. Interior is greedier than 
that, 

Why should we pay for more 
policeman and cop-equipment to 
protect and harass public land users? 
Think what a detriment to the ecology 
all those gumshoes and helicopters 
would be! 

The fee is already set for desert race 
participants. The promoter of a race, 
even if it is a non-profit club, must now 
post a $300 ransom with the Bureau of 
Land Management, and collect an extra 
$1 from every participant for the 
Bureau’s tribute. One desert enduro 
promoter estimates that entry fees will 
have to be increased $3 immediately to 
cover the fees, insurance and goo-gaws 
that the BLM is demanding. 

Naturally, this fee is unearned and 
discriminatory, as well as unnecessary, 





for the BLM makes plenty of money off 
of grazing leases and sale of other 
resources out of public trust into the 
hands of private developers. But our few 
hundred thousand dollars a year will 
certainly finance a bigger and stronger 
Desert Police to rake in money from 
unsuspecting hikers, campers, 
rockhounds, horsemen, etc. in the near 
future. 

Assistant secretary of the Interior 


Harrison Loesch (pronounced Lesh) 
assures me in a letter that his 
Department is  quilty of no 


discrimination, for they are intending to 
charge everybody else fees when they 
get around to it. Meanwhile, for 
motorcycle riders, the future is already 
here. 


WHAT CAN WE DO ABOUT IT 


There are three ways that we could 
defend our outpost against the 
recreational ripoff, and by so doing, 
perform a patriotic service for all 
American recreationists: 1) We could 
stop having organized events of 25 
riders or more on BLM turf; 2) We 
could refuse to pay the extortion and go 
to jail; or, 3) We can seek an injunction 
to prevent the BLM from doing this to 
us. 

In my opinion, the last report is our 
best course. Courts would stall the BLM 
long enough to let us finish this season 
unmolested and gain us time to enlist 
the support of other recreationists, who 
can’t afford to have such a precedent 
established. 


Already several competent Attorneys, 


‘who also happen to be motorcycle 


enthusiasts, have offered to file the 
injunction with no charge for their 
services. The istrict 37 AMA Sports 
Committee is the group most seriously 
affected by the new “wreck fee” as well 
as being the most reputable forcé in 
motorcycling. 

The BLM injunction shoula be filed 
in the name of District 37 of the AMA. 
If the price of freedom is’ eternal 
vigilance, then the cost of justice has got 
to be cheaper than tryranny.

POT POURRI 


Two or three times a year, we have 
to generate a column devoied to all of 
the little bits and pieces of information 
gained, but which in themselves do not 
constitute sufficient material for a full 
column. Such is now the case. 















Try to imagine an organization which 
protects the environment, fights 
poverty, regulates commerce, safeguards 
the public health, educates the masses, 
and otherwise busies itself with all the 
pretty activities of government...with 
one significant exception: it is 
absolutely powerless to kill anybody. 
Would such an organization be a 
government? Could such an 
organization even exist? If it did, could 
it continue to exist? 

The answers are clearly in the 
negative. You can take away education, 
electric power generation, subsidies to 
farmers, land-use zoning, price and wage 
controls, administration of the 
currency, or any of the hundreds of 
other functions associated with modern 
government, and what you have left is 
still a government. You can take away 















constitutions, freedom of speech, 
elections and even democracy, and 
government still survives. But the 


moment you take away the power to 
impose decisions on dissenters, by 
mortal force if necessary, the institution 
of government simply evaporates...for 
the power to improse its will by mortal 
force is the one necessary defining 
characteristic of government. 

In normal, day-to-day practice, of 
course, governments kill only a few 
people, and that only after a gradual 
escalation of sanctions, threatened and 
applied. The point is that should 
anything stop the government short of 
killing dissidents when necessary — for 
example, its own scruples or lack of will 
— it will be toppled and replaced by a 
new government that will kill to stay in 
power. Laws unbacked by mortal 
sanctions are merely sentimental poetry- 

If you doubt that unpleasant fact, as 
you probably do, just suppose that 
you're the Director of the IRS and that 
you’re supposed to collect a hundred 
billion dollars in taxes every year but 
that you’re absolutely powerless to use 
force against any who refuse to pay. If 
paying taxes were absolutely voluntary, 
absolutely uncoerced, how much do 
you think you'd be able to collect? And 
without the revenue, what would 
become of all the wonderful programs 
of government? 

Political theorists from Plato to the 
present have always recognized the 
essential role of force in government but 
most everybody else, by common 
consent, tacitly agrees to ignore it and 
to pretend that politics is harmless fun 
and games. Yet we should think about 
this grim fact from time to time, else we 
wander off into romantic daydreams 
that mislead us about the primacy of 
good governmental relations. 
Unfortunately, many leaders of the 
motorcycle industry seem to have 
succumbed to such dreams. 

In recent years, motorcycle 
manufacturers and importers have 
poured vast sums of money into the 
sink-hole of “public relations” while 
largely ignoring the much more 
important problem of good government 
relations. They have supplied fleets of 
training bikes to charitable 
organizations, advertised to “save” the 
ecology, and supported rider-education 



























































projects to promote “safety”. 
According to recent reports, the 
industry has committed about two 


million dollars to the last effort alone. 

Such programs, in skeleton form, 
should not be eliminated for their mere 
existence makes a good talking point in 
negotiations, but it appears that the 
industry, at the national level, could 
easily raise a political education fund on 
the order of one million dollars per 
biennial election. This small but 
respectable sum would go a long way 
towards gaining an attentive hearing of 
motorcycling’s views by elective 
officials if it were wisely disbursed as 
campaign contributions. The same 
amount devoted to public relations and 
servile obedience to arbitrary ukases has 
accomplished precious little, for 
governments still swoop down on the 
helpless industry like vultures aiming to 
pick clean the bones of a fallen stag — 
this after several years of costly public 
relations and “good citizenship” efforts. 

A million dollars means a $10,000 
campaign contribution to one key 
legislator (e.g., the chairman of the 
committee through which most 
anti-motorcycle legislation is routed) in

LICENSE PLATES IN THE DIRT 

A member recently wrote that he 
licenses his dirt-bike each year for 
street-use because some  Enduros 
demand street-licensed machines. In his 


every chamber of every state legislature 
in the Union, with some left over for 
Congress. Concentrating the funds on 
the twenty, say, states that tend to lead 
the law-making process would multiply 
the effectiveness. 

$1,000,000 in campaign 
contributions per election is not going 
to buy a law requiring every 
posey-sniffer to carry a legally-certified 
motorcycle on his person while 
back-packing of public land, but it can 
provide a sympathetic reception by 
legislators to the plans, programs, 
proposals and posture of motorcycling 
and that’s a whole bunch more valuable 
than a million dollars worth of “image 
building” clap-trap. Dollar for dollar, 
good government relations are vastly 
more productive than good public 
relations. 

Even the most casual glance around 
the USA reveals that those industries, 
trades, occupations, professions, etc. 
which are the fattest, happiest and most 
prosperous are precisely the ones which 
have devoted the most attention for the 


longest time to cementing good 
government relations. 
Monopolies, as you've heard a 


thousand times, are the ultimate evil of 
American economic policy. Item: Labor 
unions are exempt from the 
anti-monopoly laws. Item: Labor unions 
deliver votes and tens of millions of 
dollars worth of what they call 
“political education”. Anybody can say 
that’s just coincidence, but who can say 
it while keeping a straight face? Item: 
Insurance companies have fantastic 
market power vested in them by law; 
they can do as they please with 
policy-buyers. Item: According to my 
count in the official records, the 
insurance industry has more than two 
dozen highly-paid lobbyists working for 
it in Sacramento alone. Is that just 
coincidence? 

Of course not. Good government 
relations are so important that even 
governments have» lobbyists. Several 
California. counties and cities, plus 
associations of counties and cities, plus 
yet other associations of county and 
city officials all have paid lobbyists in 
the State Capitol. 

Public relations is fun for movie stars 
but government relations is a dead 
serious business, for “dead? is 
ultimately to be taken in a perfectly 
literal sense. Government may change 
form, but it is not going to go away. It 
is not going to leave us alone. We must 
reach an accommodation with it. 

Consider the case of the 
hard-working, clean-living, God-fearing 
opium farmer. He flourishes in the few 
countries where he stands hand-in-hand; 
better: hand-in-pocket, with 
government. Elsewhere, he is extinct. 
There is perfect proportionality 
between prosperity and extinction, 
good government relations and bad. 

Before you dissolve in a fit of 
scoffing at the absurdity of this 
comparison, spend a moment thinking 
about how easily arguments used to 
justify the extermination of the 
opium-farming industry can be turned 
against. the motorcycle industry: 
“Injurious to individual and public 





health”, “Dangerous”, “Reckless”, 
“Destructive”, “Harmful”, “Causes loss 
of wages and earnings to society”, 


“Imposes a burden on society to care 
for its victims”, “Appeals to individuals 
who are psychologically immature, who 
are unstable, who have poor sex-role 
identification”, “Irresponsible 
escapism”, “Poses irresistable 
temptations to children and immature 
youth”, “Creates a public nuisance”, 
“Encourages criminal behavior”. Many 
of these attacks are’ not merely 
transferable to motorcycling, they have 
in fact already been made! 

Because the motorcycle industry is 
more compact and organized than 
individual riders, it is the natural first 
line of defense for the sport, if only it 
can find the guts to confront the 
realities of the power struggle in which 
it is engaged. Any industry leader who 
announces his subservience to present 
and future whims of government 
office-holders is begging for 
extermination. Incredibly suicidal, yet 
exactly what some industry leaders 
seem to be doing. God save us from our 
friends. 
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case, 99% of his riding is in an off-road 
capacity. His question: “Now that we 
must have an ORV Registration Decal 
or legitimate street license when riding 
off-road, must I keep my street license 


on the bike or can | explain the 
situation by showing my Registration 
Certificate if stopped?” z 

We asked the DMV for a 
opinion, and this is their reply. 

As the result of an inquiry addressed 
to the Registrar, the question has been 
raised whether a motorcycle, which is 
registered under the provisions of the 
Vehicle Code, is required to display the 
assigned registration plate when used on 
private or public property as an 
off-highway vehicle. 

By the provisions of Stat. 1971, Ch. 
1816 (effective July 1, 1972) Sections 


legal 


38000-38300, dealing with the 
“identification” — [registration] of 
off-highway vehicles were added to the 
Vehicle Code. Section 381010(a) 


provides that after July 1, 1972, every 
new motor vehicle and every other 
motor vehicle “which is not registered 
under this code, because it is to be 
operated or used exclusively off the 
highways...shaJl be issued and display an 
identification plate or device issued by 
the department.” (Emphasis added) 
This requires such a motor vehicle to be 
either registered under the provisions of 
the Code dealing with registration 
(Section 4000, et seg.), or, be registered 
under the provisions of the Code dealing 
with the registration of off-highway 
vehicles (Section 38010, et seq.). 

A motor vehicle is defined by 
Section 415, and by the terms of the 
definition contained in Section 400, a 
motorcycle is a motor vehicle and thus 
subject to registration as required under 
Section 4000, et. seq. Section 5200 
states that the licenseplates issued by the 
Department for a designated yehicle 
“shall be attached to the vehicle for 
which they are issued”; and Section 
5202 states that ‘Every license plate 
issued by this State of any other 
jurisdiction...shall remain attached 
during the period of its validity to the 
vehicle for which it is issued while being 
operated within this State...” (Emphasis 
added) While the word “operated” is 
not defined in the Vehicle Code, 
reference to “operate” in Black’s Law 
Dictionary indicates that it signifies a 
personal act in working the mechanism 
of a motor vehicle. There being no 
authority within any of the provisions 
of the Vehicle Code for the removal of 
the license plate from a motorcycle 
while it is being used as an off-highway 
vehicle, such practice by the 
unidentified persons cannot be 
approved, condoned, or authorized by 
the Department. Your inquirer should 
be so advised.

During lunch, he mentioned that he 
would like to learn something about 
motorcycle repair and basic mechanics 
and asked if such training is available. 
Unfortunately, I had to reply in the 
negative, at least for this general area. 
Later in the lunch, Fred asked if there 
was anything that he could do ona 
free-time basis to help the cause of 
motorcycling. Intending to be funny, I 
replied, “Start and Adult Education 
program in motorcycle mechanics.” 

Well, Fred has just informed me that 
arrangements are nearing completion 
and a one-semester course will be 
offered in motorcycle safety and 
maintenance. If this proves to be a 
winner, the idea could spread statewide 
overnight. Anyone from the Sacramento 
area wishing to take the course, can 
contact me for particulars and sign-up. 
FEDERAL INTERVENTION 

1 was once told that the federal 
government derived its power from the 
people. But, evidently Doug Toms, our 
Great White Father in the Dept. of 
Transportation, read a different set of 
text-books than I. In the past two years, 
our Guardian Angles have decided that 
they know what is best for the 
motorcyclist on almost every issue. 
They have set standards for motorcycle 


tires; there are new standards for 
uniform positioning of motorcycle 
controls (knobs, levers, etc.); and 


uniform markings of controls and dials. 
Of course, the DOT has been the big 
push behind compulsory motorcycle 
helmets, even threatening to withhold 
federal highway funds for states not 
implementing compulsory helmet and 
headlight laws. And now the ‘feds’ 
under Doug Tom’s leadership are about 
to mandate eye protection and special 
training for motorcycle operators. 

I can personally see some merit in 
some of these proposals, therefore my 
concern is not that of 
anti-establishmentism. My concern 
stems from a simple, but unanswered 
question: If the federal government gets 
its power from the people, where and 
who are the people that empowered the 
Dept. of Transportation to become our 
‘Guardian Angels’? I can’t believe that 
motorcyclists asked the DOT for these 
rules and regulations. And | also can’t 
believe that  mnon-motorcyclists are 
concerned enough to seek such 
controls! Then who appointed the DOT 
as our protectors? Like someone said, 
“God protect us from our protectors”. 


MAYBE THERE IS HOPE 

The Dept of Transportation, not 
satisfied with making life miserable for 
motorcyclists, has now moved on to 
bigger and better things. They are now 
going to tackle the general motoring 
public of the United States by 
demanding compulsory wearing of 
automobile seat belts. There is still no 
provision for buses, trains, trucks, etc., 
but they are going to attack the 
automobile public. And guess what they 
are going to use as a lever. Yep! They 
are threatening to withhold federal 
highway funds from any state that 
doesn’t enact mandatory seat belt laws! 
Sound familiar? 

Well, I’ve got a strong premonition 
that: 

1. The California Legislature will tell 
Doug Toms to go suck eggs. And 
further, if there is any attempt to 
withhold federal highway funds, 
California will withdraw from the 
Federal Highway Aid Program, You see, 
California contributes more dollars to 
the fund than it receives in return. By 
withdrawing, we would probably have 
twice the money for highway 
construction that we now have.

There’s quite a bit of flap going on 
over the 92 DB noise limitation and the 
fact that next year, it may drop to the 
mid-eighty range. I guess a lot of people 
don’t seem to realize that putting a 
silencer on a bike will not bring it down 
to the desired level. In some cases it 
will, but there are machines on the 
market that generate the'noise from the 
way their engines work, not through the 
exhaust system and a good muffler is 
not the solution.“ There are even a 
couple of scooters that have no way to 
quiet them down to the accepted level 
without revamping the whole engine 
design, something no manufacturer can 
afford to do. Could mention names, but 
don’t think it’s fair, but we’d loose 
some very fine equipment if that 92 DB 
or lower is really enforced. 

I have a sneaking hunch that a 
compromise will have to be made, 
especially on dirt machinery as to what 
the acceptable decibel reading should 
be. Over that and. you're out. And 
reading a meter can be darn tricky. Say 
you're checking a bike passing you, arid 
get a certain reading. Next bike through, 
same model, same speed etc., but as it 
passed, a car, truck, airplane or 
what-have-you comes into the hearing 
range of the meter and oops, sorry 
about that. The reading is affected. 
We’ve all long heard rumors that, police 
Harleys can’t get to that 92 DB level 
and from some we've heard, I believe it! 
Kawasaki's George Sturber likes to tell of 
sitting alongside an officer riding a 
Honda Four and he could hear the 
Honda but not his 750 Saki, 

I am definitely for silencing all racing 
equipment as much as possible. When 
done correctly, power is not affected, 
but not pushing the wording of the law 
to the effect that it would stop the sale 
of some bikes and hurt a lot of people. 
There has to be a compromise 
somewhere. Heaven knows | love the 
sound of racing engines, muffled or not, 
as long as they are not ring-dings. 
They’re the ones that really damage 
your ears and that’s a true fact. Have 
you ever really heard the sound of 
Robert’s Suzuki motocrosser. in full 
flight around Saddleback from a 
distance of just a foot or so when it’s 
wound up tight and with no silencer? 
You won't hear straight for hours 
afterwards, 


While thinking of Suzuki, knowing all > 


the fuss that is going on about noise 
limitation and the fact that there are no 
tracks where you can run without 
silencers, in sanctioned races anyway, I 
wonder how- come their new literature 
shows their new motocrossers with a 
stinger pipe on it? (The silencer’s 
inside...Ed.) 

If you filled out a coupon for a 
subscription to Cycle News lately you 
might have read one of those clever 
littlė lead things that Bazooka Pete likes 
to dream up to get your name on the 
dotted line.

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~ choosing the teams, I ain’t gonna say no 


more as I’ve said it before. Still, one 
thing I pointed out that a good 
motocrosser or desert rider makes good 
ISDT material was bom out by three 
gold medals who went to Gene 
Cannady, Dirt Diggers North member 
Carl Cranke, and Lars Larsson. 
Congratulations gentlemen and to all 
you others who brought something 
home with you, be it gold, silver or 
bronze. 

If it’s one thing columnists like to get 
occasionaly, it’s aletter from a reader. 
Sometimes they are pro and sometimes 
con and sometimes written by someone 
who missed the point entirely of what 
you are saying. Got one last week from 
a Trials rider in San Diego named Craig 
Hunter. He objected quite strongly to 
my use of the term “plopping” around 
in observed trials. Apparently he’s also 
been getting lots of static from people 
who say Trials riders are over the hill 
and that his field of motorcycling is 
constantly being put down by the press 
and the glamor boys of racing.

I grew up in the country that 
originated the sport and own what 
could be the finest Trials machine in the 
country, a 186 Ib. (wet) Special built by 
Triss Sharp for his own use. Triss used 
one of his own WASP frames, Eric

You pick your way 
delicately, not dial it on. I think the 
Trials club with the name “The Plonkers 
M.C.” came up with a darn good name 
for themselves as plonking is the name 
of the game. 

When Craig’s acquaintences get to 
giving him a bad time I suggest he asks 
them if they consider Mike Andrews or 
Sammy Miller over the hill. In Europe, 
the top motocross stars ride Trials every. 
winter to develop more skill in bike 
handling and to keep in shape. Is Jim 
Wilson over the hill? Not on your 
Nellie! Trials master par excellence, I’ve 
seen Jim climb trees on his...er...begins 


with a G. Then there’s a couple of bods 
named Gary Bailey who could do the 
impossible of a stationary machine and 
Danny Hockie who was a Master before 
he started off riding sportsman events, 
and that’s only three riders for starters. 
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cramblin’ around 


And to see road race star Tony Murphy 
ride Trials is a sight to behild. Nope, I 
think Craig is letting his buddies get to 
him, so just grin at ’em and work for 
that Master place. It’s worth it. Come 
up and say “Hi.” if you find I’m at a 
Trials. 

A closing thought, after seeing the 
works teams really cash in at the ISDT. 
I have a little dream. For a 100% 
American bike with a fully fielded team 
a la European style, a bike prepared 
here by Americans for Americans so 
they wouldn’t have to compete against 
the “works” versions of thé same brand 
they have to ride which are often 
stockers and sometimes worse than that, 
and I betcha we would knock the socks 
off some of the other countries. ` 

If some thought was put into it, we 
have the talent here in this country, if 
anyone is interested. Look at the 
excellent frames being produced here, 
such as Red Line and Trackmaster. 
They could come up with a good frame 
and so could Dallas Baker or Dick 
Mann. Then surely Mercury, Evinrude 
or Johnson outboard companies could 
design one howler of a two-stroke. Mere 
has used reed valves for years, and all 
the companies have tremendous racing 
plants for boats. Why not bikes? If some 
millionaire is listening, couldn’t you 
take a gamble? Your tax structure was 
never better and America could sure use 
an all-American dirt bike.

AMA 1968 GRAND NATIONAL 
CHAMPION CHIEF MECHANIC 
DICK BENDER 


“This is the highest award a mechanic in the 
motorsport field can receive, the Master of 
Mechanics Trophy stands as a tribute to all 
mechanics, who seldom have the 
opportunity to share in the prestige and 
glory of the winner. It has become an 
accepted custom for the winning driver to 
receive the trophy, kiss the queen, be 
interviewed by the press and admired by 
everyone. This trophy is an inspiration to 
every mechanic and gives special recognition 
to the Master of Mechanics for his all 
important contribution to the winning 
machine. It is the hope of the P.A. 
Sturtevant Co. that mechanics will someday 
share an equal position with drivers, and we 
hope to make mechanics immortal by 
symbolizing them with an instrument of 
their trade, THE TORQUE WRENCH.” 











The above is the inscription on the sole trophy in 
Dick Bender’s home in Stone Mountain, Georgia. 
Bender, now working as a sales representative for 
Rose Cycle Distributing, won the award by wrenching 
for the 1968 Number One Gary Nixon. Four years 
later Cycle News spent several hours with Dick 
reminiscing about those years and the years before 
and after. 

“My first experience with the mechanical world 
was at the age of 13 when I started buying old 
junkers and rebuilding them just for something to do. 
I was about 15 when I bought miy first motorcycle — 
it was a basket case and my father told me I could 
keep it if I could get it running. Well, he reneged on 
that promise after I got it together. 

“About the age of 18 I had convinced everybody 
that I knew what I was doing so I started scrambling 
and learning to be a mechanic the hard way. I had to 
do all my own engine work — you know, things like 
tearing them down and then rebuilding them? In 
about 1962 or ‘63 Triumph came out with their unit 
construction job. I was living in a small town in 
Connecticut and the riders around there couldn’t 
keep the new Triumphs in time so I was getting a lot 
of work in the area. The Triumph road man for that 
area, Dan Sollenberger, finally came to my house and 
told me I was hurting the dealers’ business and that 
I’d have to quit moonlighting on their bikes. Well, I 
just told him to go to hell.” 

Three or four months later Bender was on the 
receiving end of a phone call from Rod Coates, 
Triumph’s Service Manager, offering him a job with 
the Triumph Corporation in Baltimore. “i went down 
there to talk to Rod and he told me how exciting it 
would be, but when we got to the money part he 
offered me about $100 a week to start. Well, I fell 
out of my chair and my wife, Barbara, almost crashed 
too. I went back to Connecticut after turning down 
the job offer. I was making at least twice that much 
what with my regular job for an auto house and my 
moonlighting. That winter my project was rebuilding 
a Bay City crane from the tractor all the way up to 


- replacing the pulleys on the crane and I’d about

finished it. I remember taking my coveralls off and 
throwing them into a comer and they just stood 
there, so you could say I was really anxious at that 
time to change my position. Anyway, about a month 
later Rod called me back and offered me-a better 
figure and I was on my way to Baltimore.” 

Bender’s arrival in Baltimore coincided with Gary 
Nixon’s arrival and the two started a rider-mechanic 
relationship that saw them become close friends and 
eventually led to both of tħem reaching the pinnacle 
of their chosen professions. “Shortly after I arrived 
there I met Nixon and one weekend I went to a race 
with him, I think it was Wiliams Grove in 
Pennyslvania, and immediately I thought, ‘I don’t like 
this little red headed s.o.b.,’ but anyway it turned out 
that we got along real good. He didn’t try to mind my 
business and I didn’t mind his. I let him do his thing 
and he let me do mine and things just worked out 
pretty good. 

“I was working as a mechanic,” Bender continues, 
“in Triumph’s Service Department. We were there to 
solve dealers’ problems. Things that the local dealers 
couldn't fix or put a finger on. Usually it was some 
minor problem caused by somebody just overlooking 
some little thing but occasionally it was a major that 
caused us a lot of grief. 

“Basically that year I just hit the races with Nixon 
in the Pennsylvania and Maryland area because my 
immediate supervisor was a real — well, let’s just say 
if I wasn’t at work at 8 a.m. Monday morning he’d let 
me know about it. Like say I’d driven all night long 
from a Santa Fe in Chicago to get to work at 8 and 
I'd be so damned tired I couldn’t see straight. All the 
race work was on my own time and I was told that 
the big boss didn’t like employees going to the races 
but I never questioned anybody but my immediate 
supervisor.” 

The man who hired Bender, Rod Coates, was the 
man who turned Dick’s talents towards the racing 
division. “I think it was the Springfield weekend in 
‘65 when Rod came up to me and asked why I didn’t 
want to go to the race. Anyway, I told him that I had 
the feeling that I was unwelcome. Well, from that 
point on Rod Coates went with me all the way. He 
sent me to races and I got paid for doing it and for 
the next four years I guess 60 percent of my time was 


‘spent going to races with Gary and then later both 


Nixon and Chuck Palmgren.” 

We asked Dick what was his biggest moment 
during those years and he quickly answered, “That 
was in “68 when the factory put together an effort 
and sent over some exotic road racers which in the 
first day of practice at Daytona four of them expired, 
as the Englishmen say. They suffered from all kinds 
of diseases like rods hanging out the bottom and stuff 
like that. | was working on Buddy Elmore’s bike at 
Daytona and Buddy was really disgusted, particularly 
after he time trialed at under 125 which meant he’d 
have to start in the back of the grid. I started to work 
on his bike after time trials on Thursday and despite a 
lot of harassment from the Triumph people I just sat 
outside the little shop Triumph had and did my thing. 
Like, I just sat there in the sand, washing parts in gas 
in a little bucket I’d bought and finally finished it up 
at 2 a.m, Sunday morning. The only guy who gave me 
any moral support was Doug Hele. 

“Sunday, Buddy was so dejected he didn’t even 
want to ride, but halfway through the race he had 
worked his way up from the back of the pack to the 
point where he passed Nixon and took the lead, and 
at that point I was really jazzed. I’ve never seen 
anyone as happy as Elmore was after winning that 














race. Like Doug Hele had come over with that bike 
from England and was badmouthed by the California 
and East Coast Triumph team, the BSA team, just 
everybody. And like the BSA’s had flown apart like a 
$2 suitcase — yeah, I guess that was my biggest 
moment, seeing Buddy win Daytona. And to top it 
off when we got back to Baltimore my immediate 
supervisor wouldn’t talk to me for two weeks because 
he thought we had cheated. He had built Nixon’s bike 
and done a good job, but Nixon had a flat tire so the 
win was Buddy’s and mine.” 

The following year saw Nixon win Daytona with 
Buddy taking second on which Bender commented, 
“The English sent over motorcycles that were really 
ready. They ran within two miles an hour of each 
other — Nixon, Elmore, Dick Hammer, Larry 
Palmgren and Eddie Mulder. Eddie was too big, he 
couldn’t tuck in behind the fairing, and Larry was a 
dirt tracker who really never has cared for road 
racing. Buddy chased Nixon but never could catch 
him. That was the year Hammer and Nixon diced 
most of the race until Hammer did one of his 
spectaculars in the first turn.” 

Through the seven or eight years Bender worked 
with Triumph racing is what kept him going, “It gets 
in your blood, You can’t pay a man enough money to 
go and do what you do at a race track. He has to 
want to do it — say, now, if Nixon came up to me 
and said, ‘I’ll pay you whatever you want to do my 
work and help me’ — I couldn’t put a figure on it. I’d 
have to do it because I wanted to — you just can’t 
pay a man enough to have him just doing it as a job.” 

Those close to the sport know of the many hours a 
mechanic and many riders, spend rebuilding their 
equipment. “Many nights you’d be in some strange 
town at a dealer’s shop working all night on a bike 
and when you finished up what you had to do you'd 
just crawl up on a work bench and go to sleep. I’ve 
seen Neil Keen fall asleep right on a concrete floor 
while people were still working on bikes. You'd have 
to step over him and the reason he’d be sleeping on 
that floor was that he didn’t have enough energy left 
to go home or back to his motel. On top of the long 
nights was the fact that probably the next day you 
had a National and with only a couple hours of sleep 
you'd go at it all day.” 

Bender continued on about the love of the sport 
affecting those deeply involved in it by adding, “Y ou 
can look at the guys who are still out there doing it 
after a lot of years have passed and see that 
involvement. A guy like Dick Mann — he’s dedicated 
to racing because he knows he wouldn’t want to do 
any thing on the outside or rather let me say racing is 
the thing he knows he’s the best at. Bugs tried to be a 
manufacturer’s puppet, and I don’t know why it 
didn’t work out but he just had to be racing full time. 
It’s in his blood, 

“Here in Dixie you have guys like Powell Hassell, 
who worked for Harley and now owns H-D of 
Atlanta, who has been at racing all his life. They 
opened up a can of castor oil and there Powell was. 
You have to love it and people like Powell, Bugs, the 
Markels and Nixons, well, there are hundreds of guys 
that just love it and don’t want another way of life. 

“Some guys get burned out,” Bender continued, 
“like Nick, who traveled with Romero and got 
Burrito the number one plate, he was getting a lot of 
pressure from the home front and just had to drop 
out. But guys like Nick, well, Burrito trusted him, 
had absolute faith in anything Nick did on a bike. I 
think Nixon, Chuck, Fisher and the others had that 
faith in me — like they could go out on a mile track 
and not worry about anything falling off, Dick Mann 
will never really trust anyone. He’ll always watch or 
check everything that somebody else did to the 
machine he’s got to ride. Mann is a real good 
mechanic, probably the best engine builder there is, 
really. Nixon is another racer that knows what’s going 
on in the engine department. Freddie Nix always 
suffered because he really didn’t know anything 
about his bike. If it didn’t run right he’d have to push 
it back into the truck unless someone was there to 
help him.” 

When Dick was questioned about the growing 
“art” of cutting tires, he answered with, “It takes a 
hell of a lot of skill. You can ruin a tire quicker than 
a heartbeat. Goodyear’s Bill Robinson has forgotten 
more about tires than I’ll ever know and he says 
you’re wasting your time cutting them. He says the 
answer is working with tire pressure. I watched him 
work at the Atlanta mile with Castro and just by 
changing pressure he had the tire working several 
different ways. So although I don’t go along with Bill 
a hundred percent, I’d say he probably is right.” 

The years spent traveling with the Nixons, 
Elmores, Palmgrens, Fishers, etc.,. were years of 
pressure as all of those riders were covering the 
National circuit, and while racing is racing, the 
pressure brought in those involved in the chase of the 
title, “Grand National Champion,” is perhaps known 
only by those directly participating. “Yea, there were 
high points and low points, — like Nixon taking the 
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championship at Oklahoma City with a broken 
thumb, I’ve seen the pressure and the dejection that 
comes from giving your all only to have a nickel part 
fall and erase all that effort. I’ve seen a lot of changes 
in ten years and some of those changes are evident 
when you go to a regional four star or $1,200 half 
mile now. There are usually just a handful of racers 
there and sometimes less spectators. Back when I 
started riders were guys like farmers who had to be 
home Sunday night to milk the cows. They didn’t 
travel the National circuit, but now it seems like 
every guy who does any kind of business in his area 
wants to go out and race the Nationals and become a 
prima donna or something.” 

Bender feels that the solution to the lack of riders 
at many non-National events could be solved. “The 
AMA should have a regional setup where a man, say 
does well there in his local area and then he’s invited 
to the Nationals. That way you wouldn’t have 300 
guys show up at a Houston — you'd only have the 
guys who qualified in. their respective regions. In 
other words, you'd have the best guys, the very best 
riders. | know a lot of people wouldn’t like that, but 
it would help the local race scene because what good 
is a guy doing for himself by going to a National and 
only practicing and time trialing: Nothing. He’d get 
himself together more by racing a local half mile 
where he could run a heat and then race the Main — 
he’d get some racing time in rather than just sitting in 
the pits watching the National after he didn’t make 
the program,” 

Once started on the lack of riders Bender rolled 
on. “Tuners aren’t building that many bikes anymore, 
It goes back to the prima donna thing — like a lot of 
young riders regard themselves way up here and look 
down on a mechanic as a big nothing — you know the 
feeling — they say, ‘Well he’s just a grease monkey 
and I’m out there risking my life.’ Well, back when I 
started, a racer would get maybe 30% and the tuner, 
if and only.if he was good, would get the rest: the 
70%. If the racer did business, that would be hauling 
in those big purses, but the young guys today feel 
that they should have their pockets stuffed with 
money right at the start. 

“Young riders either have natural talent, no talent 
or they work on what little natural ability they have 
and either make it or give up. The guy I always 
thought had a lot of natural ability was Frank 
Gillespie. He came up the hard way and is probably 
the world’s greatest moocher: he never has his own 
cigarettes and things; and some people probably just 
don’t like him but he’s starting to get it on and I 
really expect him to take care of business. Gary 
Fisher is another natural talent. He was too cocky 
and Nixon and he didn’t really hit it off after a year 
or two, but Fisher is full of natural ability. You can 
tell the guys who have it — like, they don’t make a lot 
of excuses when they don’t win. Nixon’s current 
Junior, Steve Dalgarno, wasn’t a natural racer like 
Fisher, but he has really worked on what he has and, 
like Nixon did, he’s putting it all together. Here in the 
Southeast, or I guess I should say Dixie, we have a 
Ronnie Dottley. Dottley has natural talent and so 
does Rob Trammell. But Trammell doesn’t really 
want to listen to anyone, so maybe he’s too cocky.” 

We mentioned the increasing speeds in motorcycle 
racing, citing as an example the 175 mph trap speed 
of Art Baumann’s Suzuki at Daytona. “Are you 
asking me if the speeds are too high? Well, hell, what 
is racing: racing is speed. The only thing that can be 
done about the increasing speeds is the same thing 
that should be done about non-availability of the 
superbikes. I’m a firm believer in the theory that each 
manufacturer should have a factory road race team of 
let’s say three guys. These guys would be the Nixons, 
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duHamels, Baumanns and guys like that. Let them 
build any damn thing they can and let those guys get 
out there and race. But at the same time — the same 
day — let’s have a true production race for everybody 
else. All the machinery in that race would be bikes 
that Joe Blow can buy down at his local dealer, And 
all the parts in the bikes would have to be available 
over the counter. The factory race can be as far out as 
the manvfacturers want it te be 10 valves per 
cylinder, whatever. A 
The present setupof the AMA‘juSt isn’t fair to` 






anyone who doesn’t have a factory ride,” Bender 
continued. “Like the factory 500 Triumphs had point 
cams that couldn’t be bought anywhere and they had 
special cast — well, let’s say — cast aluminum cases 
that Joe Blow couldn’t buy. They had special frames 
that the AMA bent their rules to allow. Now a 
Reynolds frame was great, but individuals built 
frames that were as good that they weren’t allowed to 
run. The factories with their money could get certain 
things approved that the individual couldn’t. Things 
are getting better, but we still have Bob Bailey 
claiming a factory road racer because there’s no way 
he could get anything like it without claiming one, 
and then this year Joe Barringer tried to claim Little 


John Hateley’s Triumph at Louisville. Hell, we know 


why — guys still have things that the other guy can’t 
buy. It’s not only a Triumph or a Harley-Davidson, 
it’s all the manufacturers. The only motorcycle 1 
know that you can buy and take out of the crate and 
win a race with is a Yamaha road racer. Fisher proved 
that this year.” 

Bender commented on Harleys. “People seem 
surprised that Harley’s V-twin is still, even though it’s 
gone through changes, doing business. Well, when was 
the last time you saw a car with a straight cylinder 
engine doing any business or how about a race car 
with an odd number of cylinders? V-8’s or 
V-somethings are doing it with cars and that V-twin 
of Harley does it in a bike. Like, Kawasaki probably 
has more horsepower per pound than anything 
around but you just can’t get it on the ground. Harley 
puts those ponies on the ground. 

“As good as I think the Harley engine is, the best 
engine I ever worked on was the three-cylinder 
Triumph. You could run that engine two or even 
three races without really worrying about it. Like the 
500 was actually a 350 overbored to 500 and it was 
stressed beyond its natural limits. The present 650 
twin that’s stretched to 750 is the same way — it’s on 
the verge. 

“In 1968 England sent over three of their Trident 
engines: two for the west and one for us in the east. 
Nixon wanted to try a three cylinder on the dirt at 
Nazareth so we got Ray Hensley, who was 
Trackmaster at the time, to build Gary a special 
frame. He widened a 650 Trackmaster and remounted 
the engine lugs. The setup worked real good except 
we would just get too much tire spin and we never 
really did figure out how to slow it down. Gary got a 
second to Fred Nix at Nazareth on it and the next 
year Fisher took that same bike and used it as a road 
racer, the same frame and all, After two seconds in 
the Amateur or Junior class behind Rusty Bradley at 
Daytona and Talladega ‘ve finally got a factory frame 
for Laconia but it was second place again as a coil 
bracket broke off. That motorcycle seemed destined 
to do nothing better than second until the Pocono 
non-national road race where Nixon beat duHamel on 
it for the win. Just as Gary crossed the finish line a 
valve broke. But Nixon and I spent a lot of time and 
money on that bike and we knew that if we got the 
combination together it would do business. Like at 
Sacramento with a factory engine, Nixon was picking 
up a second a lap on the leader who was Romero and 
then the tire wore down so low that it just picked up 
the cases like it was on ice and Gary got off. But I 
know he would have caught Burrito if the tire hadn’t 
worn out.” 

Bender has a complete shop attached to his 
modern home in Stone Mountain that has a-tendency 
to become cluttered with bikes but his house has only

framed series of photos to give one the idea that the

man who travels the Southeast selling motorcycle 
accessories was connected with the National circuit. 
The photos show Buddy Elmore winning Daytona, 
Gary Nixon doing the same, and a third shot that 
shows Nixon and Chuck Palmgren crossing the line 
almost side by side for their 1968 one-two finish at 
the Reading National. “All the time I was traveling 
with Nixon I didn’t think he could be beat — and 
that’s the way you have to think. When we went to a 
half mile we always had a Markel, Nix, Roeder, Mann 
or Rall there, but Gary would always be right up 
there at the finish, After Gary broke his leg Chuck 
was the number one rider for Triumph and I took 
care of all his equipment because nobody else at 
Triumph really wanted to help him. Like they 
thought he was just a young kid and didn’t have any 
real potential. Chuck eventually went to ride with his 
brother Larry for awhile and then got into Yamahas, 
and I wonder what those people who back then 
didn’t think he had potential think now.” 

Dick’s attractive wife Barbara had just returned 
from a visit to Baltimore with dozens of steamed 
crabs; we suggested that we wrap up the conversation 
and feast. But first we asked Bender if he missed the 
racing scene. “I definitely miss the racing. I see ads 
for race mechanics and my heart gets up in my throat 
and I want to go back but the politics of racing has 
gotten to be too much. I’d like to build racers for 
some local racer but traveling thousands of miles 
every month selling for Rose doesn’t leave any time 
for that kind of thing. I helped Fisher with his dirt 
stuff at the beginning of last year but he lives in 
Pennsylvania and I live in Trickum Junction, Georgia, 
and we just couldn’t get together enough to keep it 
going. 

“I enjoy calling on the majority of dealers because 
they are really interested in motorcycles and not just 
making a fast buck. I’ve got a lot of competition 
down here in the accessory business but I like the job 
and the traveling and I figure that my competition 
has been selling down here for years and they know 
everybody whereas I’m just starting out but I’m 
getting there. At times I feel I’m not close enough to 
motorcycles except with the dealers who know 
what’s really happening. The future of this sport 
depends on the good dealers who support it. It’s a 
pleasure to sell a guy a truckload of stuff from Rose 
and then take a minute to perhaps help him with 
some problem he’s having on a racer or whatever.” 

I had lived in Baltimore through the same period 
as the Benders and not having had steamed crabs in 
over six months, I tried to drag Bender to the table 
but he said he wanted to add a bit of advice for 
anyone who wanted to be a mechanic. “Most of what 
a youngster will learn he’ll learn the hard way — by 
himself. The first time I ever went to a race I had a 
non-name rider, and I went up to Willard Wolfe and 


told him I didn’t know what size jet to use. I showed ` 


him the plugs and he looked me in the eye and said, 
‘Bender, I have a lot of years invested in learning 
what size jets to use so it’s going to cost yousmoney 
to have me tell you.’ I thought he was a becia then 
but later I realized what he meant. A guy caf make 
good money wrenching but the real competition 
tuners like Axtell and Sifton — well, they are not the 
normal grease monkey. And the only way I could 
really be happy wrenching is either saying what the 
hell and go back traveling the National circuit or 
having a real competition tuning shop like an Axtell.” 

Dixie dealers: the next time your Southeast Rose 
Cycle sales rep walks in the door remember that he’s 
not: just another accessory ~salfesrhaiy, “he’s * Dick 
Bender, Master of Mechanics.

The Over The Hill Gang at De 
Anza

RIVERSIDE, CAL., Sept. 17, 1972 — 
For the second month in a row over 
sixty brave souls, including some of 
California’s best, came to try their luck 
and skill on De Anza’s Competition Hill. 
The hill is relatively short at only 300 
feet and the first 180 is smooth sailing 
but from 180 to around 280 feet it’s

ledges and bumps. It’s so steep that 
when a rider comes off. the machine 
both he and bike slide and roll to the 
bottom.

Doug Hall was first over the hill 
today on his 250 Bultaco with Joe “The 
Griper” Graper’s Montessa following 
him over. Either other riders tried in 
vain to get their 250s over the top with 
third place going to another girl, pretty 
Louise Weatherill, who went 271 feet 
on her Husky, the highest girl so far. 

Jim Hoggard, Lonnie Clayton, Joe 
Graper and Gary Parsons had the only 
360s that could make the hill so they 
got to relax while the other ten riders 
eliminated themselves. 

None of the 400s made the hill today 
and Kerry Peterson lost by three feet to 
Raymond Reasmes’ Maico at 278 feet. 
Bud Key’s Triumph was the only 500 to 
go over the top but all of the 650s and 
750s made it over. 

When the starting point was moved 
forward all of the 250s were eliminated 
with Doug Hall winning his class with a 
run of 266 feet. Joe Graper was 
eliminated from the 250 and the 360 
classes and Randy Daugherty used up 
his last try in the 650 class. 

Once again the start was advanced 
and all -the 360s were eliminated with 
Jim Hoggard taking home the class 
trophy with a 220 foot run. Bud Key 
had already won the 500 class and his 
run of 255 feet wasn’t good enough to 
keep him in contention for the overall 
trophy. Bill Correll went over the top 
again on his first try to win the 650

I can’t really condemn the Stunts 
Unlimited guys or the man who used 
the helmet camera so effectively to 
protray a side of off-road riders that I’ve 
never seen. Those guys work for a buck 
and, in many cases, aren’t even aware of 
the overall script. I can condemn the 
producer-director of “Mod Squad”’ for 
not, at the very least, hiring a technical 
adviser so his idiot portrayal of a gang 
of criminals whose mainstay and 
affiliation is motorcycles, particularly 
dirt bikes, would not be so inaccurate 
and have the words of the script ring so 
hollow and false. (Of course, in that

sense, it wasn’t amy worse than most 
editions of that program. It just hit 
closer to home. 

It also occurred to me, that both 
Husqvarna and Yamaha, whose bikes 
made up the main force of this 
bandana-ed gang of cutthroats.would not 
allow or particularly dig their machines 
being associated with the type of rider, 
and person, these dirt bikers were 
portrayed to be. The gang members 
were also wearing AJS and Cycle 
Products West T-shirts and those outfits 
can’t be that hard up for a free plug.

As if that isn’t enough, the subplot 
invoked the motorcycle as a phallic 
substitute for some poor dude that 
didn’t have any other way to assert his 
manhood. This amateur psychoanalysis 
has also gone plenty far enough for me. 
Even with all the assaults of modern

society on the basic masculinity and 
feminity of its members, very few seek 
out dirt bikes for that reason.

Nobody likes to see a distortion, or 
flat out lie, about their life or hobby or 
sport portrayed to the rest of the world 
as reality. The off-road_rider, or any 
biker, can afford it least. The network 
programmers will hear about their 
nonsense hour of so-called 
entertainment from me. It wouldn’t 
hurt if they heard from other fascinated 
or reluctant viewers. 

About the only thing that was 
halfway right about the whole program 
is that dirt bikers have been known to 
sip some suds while working on their 
scooters, but I’m not so sure a fair 
percentage don’t prefer coffee or 
Gatorade. I may even give up beer if 
that’s the kind of image that necessarily 
results. Just think: the alternative could 
have been a documentary on the 
Barstow-to-Vegas run or the Check 
Chase. Now that is real drama, action, 
pain and excitement. The Hollywood 
version, as usual. is worse than a farce; 
It was insulting.
